PROFESSIONALISM IN ATHLETICS.¢ 


That the student body of the United States is in- 
different to professionalism in sports is the belief of 
Prof. Walter Hullihen, University of the South, who 
reported for the Fourth District at the last annual 
meeting of the National Collegiate Athletic Association, 
the proceedings of which have just appeared in printed 
form. He holds that it is the duty of the association to 
develop a student sentiment strongly alive to the evils 
of professionalism. “The average undergraduate,” he 
said, “does not look upon professionalism with horror or 
aversion. On the contrary, he admires and envies the 
fellow who is skilful enough to obtain a salary, even 
though it be a small one, for his athletic ability. Very 
rarely does the American undergraduate hear any argu- 
ment against professionalism stronger than that it is a 
violation of the ‘amateur law,’ which in his mind is a 
bogey to be classed, now that the faculty has taken hold 
of athletics, with the law against chapel cuts, class 
absences and other abominations of the oppressors which 
should be evaded as far as possible. The National Asso- 
ciation would do a valuable service, he says, if it could 
distribute among the undergraduates of our colleges a 
strongly written pamphlet on the subject of profes- 
sionalism, pointing out its evil influence upon amateur 
sport and its practical futility, even for purposes of 
winning. “I can see no solution of the summer baseball 
problem until such a spirit is established.” 

As the baseball teams of the National Academies find 
themselves pitted against nines of colleges and univer- 
sities that may have professional players, the evils of 
summer baseball for pay by college students as set forth 
in the remarks of Dr. E. H. Nichols, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, have a decided pertinency to the athletic standing 
of the teams of the Military and the Naval Academies. 
If students play summer ball for money and then return 
to college and represent their college on the nine it brings 
men who are paid (professionals) against men who play 
the game for fun (amateurs). That is not fair, for the 
man who makes a business of anything is at an advantage 
over the man who does the same thing for amusement. 
Furthermore, the plan does not work out well. If summer 
baseball is to be played and men then allowed to play 
on their college teams it is certain that in the long 
run the largest colleges with the longest purses are sure 
to have the best teams. Not only will they have the best 
~ material from their strength in numbers, but they will 
have the best trained material. At present the small 
college has about as good a chance of winning as the 
large one. If the summer game becomes general that is 
not going to be the case. 

The solicitation of men known to be ball players to 
come to college will increase. Soliciting is now done 
to a considerable extent. Once a father came to Dr. 
Nichols and said he had a son who had never pitched 
a losing game and made a home run in almost every 
game he played. He wanted to know how much Harvard 
would pay that boy to join Harvard. When told not 
a ‘cent the father expressed great surprise, and mentioned 
‘gnother institution that had offered him $800. This 
professionalizing of the game in the colleges is tending 
to make playing not an incident to college education, but 
the real thing, and the education incidental. The real 
charm of college baseball is its uncertainty, not its 
perfection. In this connection it may be remarked that 
at the time the much-talked-of contest between the Eng- 
lish gutta and the American rubber-cored ball recently 
took place at the Sandy Lodge links in England, Harold 
H. Hilton, the amateur champion of Great Britain, said 
that the test would have been more interesting if the 
playing had been done by amateurs, and not by the four 


best professional golfers, as the latter played so nearly 


perfect a game that uncertainties were practically taken 


out of the contest. 

The system of paid summer ball is undermining the 
honesty of young men. They will deny that they have 
received a cent for playing, although it may be well 
known that after a game the manager of the team has 
bet the collegian fifty dollars that he could not jump 
over a stick held absurdly low. Although the bet un- 
questionably covered payment for playing, the youths 
will calmly swear that they are innocent of the charge 
of professionalism. One can readily see the reprehensible 
character of this professional-amateur mélange if football 
is considered. If there were professional football teams 
here as there are in Britain is it at all likely that West 
Point or Annapolis would have matches with colleges 
on whose elevens were students who received pay as 
football players? Most assuredly not. The very thought 
of professionalism in football seems to be so repugnant 
that one is inclined to wonder whether that sport has 
higher standards of sporting ethics than baseball owing 
to the public worship of the great professional ball 
players, who are not indulging in the sport as a game, 
but as a business, a condition that is all the more detri- 
mental to the real interests of sport when the pay is the 
result of syndicated management, which has no local 
interest in the teams whatsoever, as when, for example, 
men from New York own a nine in Pittsburgh and a 
syndicate of Pittsburghers own a New York team. Thus 
far the influence of the student body at West Point and 
Annapolis has -been always in behalf of keeping up the 
best athletic ethical standards, and in whatever move 
the N.C.A.A. may embark to get rid of certain objection- 
able features it is safe to say that it will have the 
support of the enrolled personnel of those Academies. 
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OUR GUARDIANSHIP OF MINOR STATES. 

M. Georges Scelle, professor of international law at 
the University of Dijon, France, recently discussed the 
obligations of the United States toward the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics from the viewpoint of the collection of 
debts by foreign nations from small republics that seem 
unable to realize their financial duties toward other 
countries. In 1902, he points out, there was coercive 
Anglo-German-Italian action in Venezuela, the blockade 
of the coast, the destruction of the light Venezuelan 
squadron and the bombardment of La Guayra, Puerto 
Cabello and Maracaibo. This action created general 
uneasiness in the United States and the South American 
republics, which resulted in the declaration of the Drago 
Doctrine, according to which the use of force to collect 
public debts ought to be proscribed. The American 
delegation at the second Hague conference, taking up 
this idea in a different form, had it accepted that in this 
field arbitration is obligatory and that force may be used 
only in case of a refusal of an indebted state to submit 
to arbitration. Out of this grew the international con- 
vention of 1907 on the forcible collection of stipulated 
debts. ‘ 

It was the first step of the United States in a 
new form of politics, says M. Scelle. The financial 
conventions constitute a second step. This time it is 
with preventive measures, and not with remedies. The 
best way to avoid intervention is to make credit sound 
and to place the debtor in a position to meet his obliga- 
tions, if not entirely, at least in a satisfactory manner. 
The end of all this, in the opinion of the French inter- 
national law professor, is a sort of de facto protectorate. 
The word is big in meaning, for a protectorate, as 
ordinarily conceived, implies an effective abandonment 
of interior direction of the government, and especially 
foreign relations, to the representatives of the protector 
placed ostensibly at the disposal of the protected country. 
The only officials provided for in the indebted states 
by the American republic are the high officials of the 
customs, and the political direction has as a representa- 
tive only the regularly accredited American diplomatic 
agent. The recent interventions of the United States in 
Central America, in Santo Domingo, Honduras, Nicaragua 
and Mexico all point to the fact that such coercive action 
is due to a chronic condition, and develops naturally 
and logically at times under the brutal form of distinctly 
political intervention, and at times takes the form of an 
able, fruitful guardianship, financial in principle, political 
in effect, and always difficult to classify among legal 
institutions. The civil wars which trouble the small 
republics are the chief causes that make for insecurity 
of credit and insolvency of the governments, conditions 
that furnish a pretext for European intervention and 
for still further straining the Monroe Doctrine. The 
“intervention” of the United States of which so much 
is heard from time to time appears to M. Scelle as really 
nothing more than a guardianship over states that have 
not yet attained their maturity and that should find 
nothing dishonorable in this guardianship. Whoever 
acts like a minor through not having attained the state 
of maturity should have.a guardian, and for states, as 
for individuals, there is no dishonor in the fact of accept- 
ing at times a necessary guardianship up to the time 
of their majority. 
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The ordering of the San K'rancisco to be docked at 
New Orleans was a crumb of comfort to the advocates 
of the maintenance of a large dock at that place. The 
work that is being done on this ship will be used in the 
arguments for the improvement of the station at New 
Orleans by the members of Congress from Louisiana. 





It will be insisted that the ordering of this ship to New 
Orleans is proof of the necessity for maintaining a dock 
at that port. 
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An Army correspondent says: “When I see a good 
thing I like to express my appreciation of it, and, there- 
fore, desire to extend my hearty congratulations on the 
able presentation which you have made editorially of 
the true facts concerning the Chamberlain resolution. 
How any other view could be taken thereof is beyond me. 
I also have noted with a good deal of pleasure your 
presentation of the numerical weakness of General 
Funston’s brigade at Vera Cruz. Having in view the 
likelihood on its departure from Texas City of encounter- 
ing an enemy at Vera Cruz, and since that time with 
daily chances of such encounter, I cannot understand 
the condition which allows 2,200 or 2,300 rifles in a 
brigade of Infantry which should have 7,000. I hope that 
you will keep hammering away at the subject of mobile 
Army reorganization. There surely was never a better 
time to point out the object lesson, in view of the fact 
that for over a year the 2d Division has been concentrat- 
ing at peace strength (10,000 men) on the border with 
the idea of an emergency such as has just occurred, 
instead of having been raised, as should have been the 
case to be fully prepared and to get the maximum effi- 
ciency, to the maximum strength of 21,000. In the 1st 
and 3d Divisions the condition is even worse, because 
not only are the organizations not at war strength, but 
in the ist there are only six regiments of Infantry where 
there should be nine, and one regiment of Field Artillery 
where there should be two; and in the 3d Division only 
five of Infantry and one regiment of Field Artillery 
where there should be nine and two, the reason being 
that they have not got the required organizations neces- 
sary to complete the divisions. With constant hammering 
we may possibly persuade Congress that a good organi- 
zation, of what we have at least, is necessary, and I 
think that the constant reminders in your JOURNAL to 
this effect are having a great deal of influence in the daily 
press. Keep up the good work, and the mobile Army 
will appreciate it.” 
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The suspension of the “Manchu” law has been removed 
and the War Department is now taking steps for carrying 
it into effect. The field officers’ detached service law 
does not go into operation until Sept. 1, but the General 
Staff and The Adjutant General are now looking over 
the list of field officers to determine what changes in 
stations will be required. It is believed that there will 
be almost as many changes as there were when the com- 
pany officers’ detached service law became effective. 
However, there will not be as many inconsistencies in 
the field officers’ ‘““Manchu” law as there were in the 
company officers’ act. Field officers will receive credit 
for service with troops when they were actually in the 
field, while under the old “Manchu” law a company 
officer must have been on duty with “a troop, battery or 
company, of that branch of the Army” in which he holds 
commission. We have published the new detached service 
law several times. It last appeared in our issue of May 
16, page 1171. The Secretary of War has decided not 
to allow the Mexican situation ‘to interfere with the wark 
at the Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth and the 
Mounted Service Schools at Fort Riley. He has instructed 
the General Staff to recommend details for all of these 
schools which convene this fall. On account of the 
“Manchu” law the choice will be limited somewhat, and 
the difficulty of securing a faculty and students for the 
school is increased. 
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Few of the distressed people at times of great disasters 
or calamities who have been the object of the kindly 
thought and attention of the Red Cross Society may be 
aware that this great aid in alleviating human suffering 
in time of peace was the result of war. The original 
purpose of the Red Cross was to supplement the medical 
services of armies in time of war. The great need, how- 
ever, of a thoroughly trained and efficient organization, 
national in scope and permanent in character, to render 
assistance after great disasters, has been so well estab- 
lished that many of the Red Cross societies have extended 
their functions to include relief operations in time of 
peace. Indeed, it has been proved that those societies 
which are most active in conducting relief and preventive 
measures in time of peace are best prepared to cope with 
the extraordinary requirements of war. Since Jan. 1, 
1905, the American Red Cross has provided assistance 
for victims of about seventy-five disasters, and in so doing 
has expended, in money and supplies, over $12,000,000. 
The largest single expenditure was in the case of the 
San Francisco earthquake and fire in 1906, when 
$3,087,469 was spent. The only other calamity in which 
more than a million was expended was in connection 
with the Ohio and interior storm and flood relief in 1913, 
which called for $2,472,287. The origin of the Red 
Cross dates back to the international conference held in 
Geneva in 1863. 5 
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There are at present no vacancies in the commissioned 
personnel of the Marine Corps. The law now provides 
that “midshipmen on graduation shall be commissioned 
ensigns in the Navy, or may be assigned by the Secretary 
of the Navy to fill vacancies in the lowest commissioned 
grades of the Marine Corps or Staff Corps of the Navy.” 
In view of this fact, it is not known whether or not any 
further examinations of candidates for commissions in 
this branch of the Service will be held. 
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Believing that the recent establishment of two power- 
ful reserve fleets warrants an amplification of the Navy 
Department’s present policy as to the state naval volun- 
teers, Lieut. C. C. Gill, U.S.N., suggests that, to meet 
the demand for specialization so essential to the success- 
ful training of such volunteers, each naval reserve or- 
ganization might be designated in time of peace to the 
reserve ship to which it would be ordered in the event 


of war. It is unreasonable, he believes, to require a 
lieutenant in the Naval Reserve to possess the same 
technical knowledge or to have had the same amount 
of practical experience as is required of a lieutenant of 
the Regular Service, but it is not unreasonable to require 
a Naval Reserve officer to have a good general idea of 
ship organization and the functions of each department. 
In the case of small organizations, if it were considered 
necessary or advisable to combine two or more on board 
one ship, each organization could be informed of what 
its respective province would be; that is, exactly what 
ratings and stations in the ship’s watch, quarter and 
station bill it would be expected to fill. As a further 
advance Lieutenant Gill suggests that the Department 
order the ships to which the naval reserve organizations 
have been designated to ports convenient for the respec- 
tive volunteer organizations to hold drill on board 
throughout the year. If each state possessing an efficient 
naval reserve were assigned to a reserve ship, state pride 
would then be aroused to see that ships so assigned were 
manned in a way to reflect credit upon the respective 
states. When the reserve ships mobilize for target prac- 
tice, maneuvers, inspections, etc., opportunity is afforded 
for competitive tests. A picture is presented of the re- 
serve fleet mobilized at Newport, where the seaboard 
states represented would compete at target practice in 
the forenoon and at boat racing in the afternoon, or 
perhaps assemble on the athletic field to watch a baseball 
contest between New York and Massachusetts. It would 
be generally inexpedient to use battleships for week-end 
cruises, and therefore the smaller vessels at present 
assigned to the state organizations would continue to be 
useful for these short trips. In the course of his dis- 
cussion of this subject under the title of “State Naval 
Volunteers for the Reserve Fleets,” in the May-June 
Proceedings of the Naval Institute, Lieutenant Gill pays 
a high compliment to the 2d Battalion, N.Y. Naval 
Militia, stationed in Brooklyn, which is cited as a repre- 
sentative volunteer organization which has profited by 
favorable conditions of encouragement and supervision. 
It is the contention of the essayist that the establishment 
of the two powerful reserve fleets has brought the naval 
volunteer into new prominence and importance. The 
increasing complexity of the modern man-of-war makes 
a trained personnel more necessary with each succeeding 
year. As the provision for the manning of these reserve 
ships calls for only one-fourth of its full complement to 
be regular bluejackets, it devolves upon the naval reserve 
to supply three-fourths of the complement, In battleships 
three-fourths would mean about 400 officers and men; in 
armored cruisers about 625, and in each destroyer about 
fifty-six. 
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The resolutions adopted by the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry at Denver, Colo., on May 
18, bear out our assertions, and also give weight to the 
suggestion in our issue of May 30, page 1245, that the 
presence in the Colorado strike of men who had been 
in the balkan wars might accobunt for some of the bar- 
barities that marked the recent mine war at Ludlow. 
The resolutions refer to the fact that for several months 


there existed in the coal mining districts of the state 
a condition of insurrection against the lawful authority 
of the state government “wherein several thousand mis- 
guided and largely unnaturalized men, speaking more than 
twenty different languages, unacquainted with the true 
principles of constituticnal government, consisting in 
part of veteran soldiers of recent foreign wars, armed 
with high-power rifles, incited, led on and _ financially 
sustained by agitators and professional trouble makers, 
have made organized war against the lawfully constituted 
authority of our state, murdered many men and created 
a reign of terror in the mining districts.” The resolu- 
tions then recite that the National Guard of Colorado, 
under the direct command of Gen. John Chase, without 
bloodshed by the Guardsmen, except in the reported cases 
of two men, suppressed the insurrection and maintained 
an armed peace in the mining districts until the greater 
part of the National Guard was withdrawn through “lack 
of funds due to repeated and unjustifiable refusal by our 
prejudiced state auditor to issue warrants for the pay- 
ment and maintenance of the Guard in the field. There 
was no such occurrence as the so-called Ludlow massacre, 
and the National Guard never did at any time or place 
kill any women or children, but on the contrary the 
members of the Guard patriotically and_ heroically 
attempted to perform their duties.” That these resolu- 
tions are conceived in a broad and non-partisan spirit 
is shown by this language: “While we recognize that in 
this insurrection, as in all actual warfare, there may 
have been eases of wrong by individual members, we 
commend and express our grateful appreciation to the 
officers and men of the National Guard of Colorado who 
valiantly and patriotically sought to do their duty while 
being maligned, slandered and unjustly condemned by 
traitors and sensationalists in their rear.” The resolu- 
tions suggest that ‘‘a grateful people should erect on 
the field of battle monuments to the dead soldiers in- 
scribed : ‘Here died a martyr to the cause of constitutional 
government and the prevention of thé establishment of 
anarchy in this state.’” 
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Writing from Garfield, Utah, our correspondent, John 
Morgan, says: “Things have calmed down in Colorado 
with the Regular troops in the field. The miners have 
confidence in securing a square deal with the Federal 
troops in command. It is only proper to say that where 
Standard Oil are the direct employers they treat their 
men fairly, pay best wages, invariably employ white men ; 
best conditions prevail in their camps. They seemingly 
are heavily interested in but do not control the Colorado 
coal fields. I have come across all classes here—hoboes, 
union men, 3.W.W.’s—and one and all give good word 
for Standard Oil, especially those who have worked for 
that outfit in Bakersfield, Colo., ete. I have never come 
across one yet who gave it a bad name; that is where 
they are the direct employers. Rockefeller, jr., is in a 
sense to blame through trusting too much to subordinates 
in the Colorado field. You never hear of any labor 





troubles where the Standard Oil are supreme and are 
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the direct employers, and not in a sense secondary ones, 
as in Colorado. It should be made a criminal offense to 
hire armed mine guards in labor disputes. They lie at 
the bottom of the Colorado trouble.” 
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“Major Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., the first 
two-star Army officer to be assigned to command all the 
forces on Oahu,” says the Pacific Commercial Advertiser 
of Honolulu of May 22, “celebrated the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his service to Uncle Sam May 21. There were 
no ceremonials in connection with the event. Brother 
officers, and even privates in the ranks, met General 
Carter, extended congratulations, were given a hearty 


greeting, and passed on. General Carter’s proved qualities 
as a soldier and his well known friendship and comrade- 
ship for and with the men in the ranks have been great 
factors in doing away with the discontent that was 
growing among the enlisted men on Oahu. He is a 
courteous gentleman in the ordinary walks of life, but 
a stern soldier and disciplinarian in the field. These 
are qualities which are recognized in Army circles as 
going to the making of a well trained Army. Withal 
General Carter, though he has contributed to the maga- 
zines some of the most interesting and comprehensive 
descriptive Army stories of recent years, is one of the 
most reticent men in the ‘Service when it comes to his 
personal exploits. These he refused to discuss yesterday, 
though graciously accepting the expressions of good-will 
which were made by his many friends. As a despatch 
boy he entered the military service during the Civil War 
in 1864. He was then only twelve years of age, having 
been born in Tennessee on Nov. 14, 1851. It was then 
that the fascination of Army life impressed him, and as 
soon after the Civil War as possible he entered West 
Point. In 1873 he graduated from that school of war, 
and from that day to the present he has been steadily 
climbing, until he is now one of the ranking officers 
in the U.S. Army, in command of what is destined soon 
to become one of the most important military stations in 
the United States. His first appointment was as second 
lieutenant with the Sth Cavalry. Later he joined the 
Gth Cavalry and was made a first lieutenant in 1879. 
Ten years later he became a captain. In 1897 he was 
made a major. One year later he was promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, and in 1902 he was made a 





colonel. His advance to the rank of brigadier general 
followed in the same year. In 1909 he was made a major 
general. He came here a few months ago from Texas 


City to assume command of the Hawaiian Department. 
He has shown such a knack of grasping affairs here, 
such a determination to make the life of the soldier and 
officer more attractive on Oahu, and such a capability of 
knowing all the things that are needed to make this 
the Gibraltar of the Pacific in all that term implies, that 
his legion of friends believe that it is here that he will 
yet achieve his greatest success.” 
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As the influence on trade of the Panama Canal may 
indicate along what line may be expected the development 
of American merchant ships, which in the event of war 
could be used as auxiliaries for the U.S. Navy, naval 
men should take a special interest in the forecast by 
O. LP. Austin of the probable effect of the canal on the 
commercial geography of the world. He says that via 
Panama New York and New Orleans will be so much 
nearer than Liverpool to all of western America that 
it may be expected that an increasing share of the trade 
of that section will fall to the lot of eastern North 
America, and that the eastern ports of the United States 
will ,be considerably nearer to Yokohama, Melbourne, 
Sydney and Wellington than is Liverpool by her shortest 
route, but Liverpool will be still nearer Hong Kong and 
Manila than either New York or New Orleans via 
Panama. While we may fairly look for decided advan- 
tages in trade with western America, Mr. Austin believes 
we are not justified in expecting marked changes in the 
share we shall get of any part of the Orient, except 
that with Japan, Australia and New Zealand. There 
should be a marked change in the effect upon the move- 
ments of merchandise between the eastern and western 
sections of the United States. The water rates now 
between New York and San Francisco, even with the 
handicap of transferring to the Panama or Tehuantepec 
railways and retransferring to steamer, are from twenty 
to sixty per cent. of those charged by the railroads, and 
about one-third of this present water rate is paid for 
transferring across the Isthmus. It seems probable, 
therefore, says Mr. Austin in the National Geographic 
Magazine, that with shorter distances and lower rates 
the Panama Canal will carry most of the freight passing 
between the eastern coast of the United States and the 
western coast of Latin-America and that this trade will 
be greatly increased. The canal will sufficiently shorten 
the distances to Japan, northern China, Australia and 
New Zealand to increase steamship service and materially 
augment the traffic with those countries, and the 
European countries will use the canal in most of their 
traffic with western America, and in exceptional instances 
with northern Asia, Australia and New Zealand. 
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With its characteristic thoroughness Germany is now 
preparing for the Olympic games which take place in 
Berlin in 1916. Field day exercises for the purpose of 
selecting Germany’s entries are being held throughout 
the empire. All classes of Germans, including many of 


royal blood, are contesting for the honor of representing 
the German Empire in the games. Only recently, accord- 
ing to the report of Major George B. Langhorne, Military 
Attaché at Berlin, a young prince won the 100-meter 
dash. One hundred and thirty army officers have already 
been ordered to Berlin to go into training for the games 
in 1916, and Major Langhorne has been informed that 
fifty more are to be selected from the flower of the 
German army to prepare themselves for field days, at 
which the members of the German team will be selected. 
The officers of the German army have informed Major 
Langhorne that the American system of athletic training 
is being rapidly introduced. American trainers are very 
much in demand. as it is generally acknowledged in Ger- 
many that the American system is superior to that of 
any other country. Secretly English athletes are ad- 
mitting this, but the Germans confess that they are 
copying the American style of training and developing 
athletes. Some of the events that are on the tentative 
program for the military features of the games are novel 
and spectacular. In the 800-meter obstacle or hurdle 
race the horsemen start from a barge. Their first jump 
is a plunge into the water and then after a swim the 
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contestants scramble up a hill. After that point there 
is a short dash over a cross-country stretch to the finish. 
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Much space is given in the newspapers, at the time 
of such sea disasters as that of the Titanic and the 
Empress of Ireland, to tales by the passengers of explo- 
sions in the boilers, and horrifying details are given of 
the terrible results ensuing. Shipping Illustrated takes 
occasion very properly to rebuke such sensationalism, 
which cannot but add to the distress of those who have - 
lost relatives or friends in the accident, by pointing out 
that no such thing occurs when a ship goes down. “When 
the water, enters the boiler rooms and the fires are put 
out no explosion takes place. The steam is condensed, 
and that is all.” The sinking of the Empress of Ireland, 
which was in sight of shore, shares with the burning of 
the New York Harbor pleasure steamer Genetal Slocum 
in 1904 the melancholy distinction of having vaused the 
greatest loss of life within sight of land. Bodies to the 
number of 815 remain entombed in the sunken vessel 
in the St. Lawrence, and the Canadian Pacific Company 
will make every effort to bring them up for burial. 
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In much of the discussion that followed the Titanic 
disaster it was frequently said in defense of an under- 
supply of lifeboats for big ships that to bring the life- 
saving capacity up to the ships’ carrying capacity would 
encumber the decks and give the ships a topheavy appear- 


ance. The Q.M. Corps of the U.S. Army has shown with 
Army transports that ships can be properly equipped 
with lifeboats without such results, for the problem of 
providing sufficient lifeboats for all on board is far more 
difficult in the case of the Army ships than in the 
ordinary passenger liner, since the transport is designed 
to carry the greatest number of men possible. Lifeboat 
tests were had under the direction of the Q.M. Depart- 
ment, U.S.A., on the transport Kilpatrick at Newport 
News in 1912. The most thorough tests were then made 
of the various types of lifeboats and davits. The Kil- 
patrick was the first of the fleet of nine U.S. Army 
transports to be equipped with a full complement of 
lifeboats. The second boat to be so fitted was the Sheri- 
dan, in regular troopship service between San Francisco 
and Manila. A third vessel, the Logan, has also been 
fitted with similar lifeboat accommodation The Sheridan, 
as now fitted, has boatage for 2,100 persons, and as her 
maximum carrying capacity of passengers and crew is 
2,069 she has an actual excess of thirty-one provided for 
in boats and rafts. All this has been accomplished 
without any of the deck crowding that was predicted. 
The happy results achieved may be seen in the pictures 
of the boats on the Sheridan which appear in Shipping 
Illustrated for June 6. As our maritime contemporary 
observes, the problem has been satisfactorily solved by 
the Q.M. Corps. 
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Speaking of the reports of dysentery and malaria at 
Vera Cruz the New York Medical Journal of June 12 
says: “Pending so fortunate an issue as the prompt 
return of our fleet and Army, prophylactic measures are 
in order. Among those which may be mentioned is one 
which, though seldom if at all mentioned in English or 
American literature, has nevertheless been found of great 
value by French army surgeons in tropical countries for 
the prevention of inflammatory intestinal disorders, 
diarrhea and bacilliary dysentery in particular. This 
consists in the constant use of a flannel binder around 
the abdomen. ‘Though it is somewhat annoying at first 
the men soon get used to it. Modern researches have 
afforded a clue to the manner in which the flannel binder 
—six to eight inches in width—produces its remarkable 
effects. _Bier’s hyperemia, as is well known, proves 
beneficial by causing vascular dilatation, entailing in turn 
an increase of bactericidal and antitoxie activity. Now 
the application of hot air to the abdomen has been found 
to produce the same effect experimentally, both the skin 
and deep abdominal viscera having been found to be the 
seat of a pronounced hyperemia. The flannel bandage, 
therefore, by promoting and sustaining a corresponding 
condition in the abdominal viscera, raises their bac- 
tericidal and antitoxic activity considerably above normal 
limits and thus prevents the development of pathogenic 
organisms to which various intestinal disorders are due.” 
The French government is reported to have purchased 
15,000 of these bandages for its troops in Algiers and 
made their use compulsory.

Capt. J. R. Lindsey, Cav., U.S.A., senior instructor 
in equitation at West Point, has printed for the benefit 
of others a small pamphlet giving some hints on riding 


a polo pony, which are of great value. ‘Polo,” he says 
in his introduction, “is expensive at best, but hopelessly 
so for a poor man if he has to buy trained ponies and 
ruins them in a season. One should know quite a lot 
about riding before attempting to play polo; then piloting 
a pony through a game becomes a matter of applying 
properly a few important principles. These principles 
so far as they concern the handling of a pony are different 
from those used with saddle horses or chargers only in 
that response thereto must be more prompt and sudden, 
as they are signals for a complete movement, instead of 
indications which gradually and deliberately lead up to 
the end desired; they direct the pony’s mind to a par- 
ticular object which it should grasp and accomplish with 
little or no more assistance.”

The report having gained currency abroad that the 
latest plan of the bomb-throwing aviators in war will 
be to drop explosives down the funnels of warships, 
Major H. Bannerman-Phillips, the British aeronautical 
authority, thus disposes of it in the United Service 
Magazine of London: “Even from an almost stationary 
hovering airship the funnel of a warship would probably 
be missed many times in succession before a lucky bomb 
got down its open throat, and in the meanwhile 300 feet 
is rather close quarters for an airship at which to keep 
stationary, and the crew and engine car could be riddled 
with rifle bullets from the warship, while surely at that 
range the anti-airship guns with which all navies will 
be equipped would make short work of the overhead 
attacker in less than a minute, since there would be no 
delay in getting the range. In any case the funnels of 
warships are capable of protection by domed shields of 
some kind, from which the dropped projectile would 
glance off.” 
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A QUESTION IN POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


Using the suggested loss of the Panama Canal by the 
United States to Germany as an illustration, Gen. Sir 
Edmund Barrow, G.C.B., before the Royal United Serv- 
ice Institution of London showed the fallacies of Norman 
Angell’s much quoted book, “The Great Illusion,” which 
has been one of the most widely read attacks on military 
establishments published for some years. One of the 
contentions of Mr. Angell in his discussion of war from 
the viewpoint of political economy is this: “If conquest 
is not to injure the conqueror, he must scrupulously 
respect the enemy’s property, in which case conquest 


becomes economically futile.’’ General Barrow said this 
is not the view of the marine courts, and is not true of 
public property such as state railways, canals, telegraphs, 
warships, munitions of war and movable property of any 
kind, even in wars between highly civilized states. “Let 
me take a hypothetical case,’ said General Barrow, “that 
of a war between Germany and the United States. 
Suppose the former victorious and that the Isthmus of 
Panama remains in its possession as the price of victory, 
what would be the result? Germany would acquire a 
property which is now exclusively that of the United 
States and which has cost her seventy millions sterling. 
Now, even assuming that Germany scrupulously main- 
tains the equal commercial rights of all nations in the 
use of the canal—to my mind a rather large assumption 
—will the conquest be futile? Will she not at least 
obtain all the profits arising from the dues levied on 
ships using the canal? According to the precepts of the 
‘Great Illusion,’ if the conquest is not to be futile, the 
conqueror should respect the canal and pay the net profits 
to the United States.” Though the interest on thé in- 
vestment and the cost of maintenance are expected to 
leave no profit to the United States from the canal tolls, 
it is plain that Germany would have no interest on the 
investment to consider. “I am not concerned about de- 
fending the seizure of private property on land because 
I agree that it is usually very bad policy, indeed,” said 
General Barrow, “but in the case of public property no 
other course but confiscation is logical, and I fail to see 
why it should be futile.” 

In discussing the Angell contention that “no nation 
could gain any advantage by the conquest of the British 
colonies and Great Britain could not suffer material 
damage by their loss,” General Barrow admits the truth 
of this claim in the case of the annexation of such self- 
governing colonies as Canada. In making this admission 
the lecturer had in mind only Germany, and herein he 
perhaps went too far in his admission, for if he had 
considered France in place of Germany as the acquirer 
of Canada as a spoil of war he would have seen atgonce 
that the strong French population in Canada Would 
have greatly simplified the question of control and adapta- 
tion to the French laws. Or if Holland should obtain 
possession of the South African colonies the strong Dutch 
element there would make the task of governing them 
much easier than at first appears. General Barrow then 
turns to Spain and her loss of Cuba and the Philippines, 
which seems to have been an advantage to her, “a seeming 
paradox due not to the truth of Mr. Angell’s doctrines, 
but to the gross abuse of her past opportunities by Spain. 
Corruption, rapacity, neglect, bigotry, apathy and tyranny 
were fatal to her colonial prosperity. Spain had abused 
her trust, and by the inexorable logic of events of cause 
and effect she deservedly lost her colonial empire. But 
because Spain failed, it is futile to tell us that colonies 
are of no real value and that it is immaterial who owns 
them so long as trade prospers. If England lost her 
colonies she would soon lose her carrying trade, her 
industries would languish, her great middle class would 
no longer find congenial employment abroad under the 
flag, her population would be pauperized and England 
would cease to be a great, prosperous and proud com- 
munity. Conversely, the acquisition of such possessions 
by Germany would increase her trade, her mercantile 
fleet and her home industries. A great field would be 
opened out for her large and increasing middle class, 
and Germany would be not only the greatest military 
power in the world, but also the greatest colonial Power.” 

Holland is used as an illustration of the ruin wrought 
upon a country by the loss of her colonies. After having 
been one of the leading Powers of Europe for more than 
a century, the republic voluntarily retired from active 
life among the great nations. Her armies were dis- 
banded. Her fleet was allowed to rot in the harbors. 
Her generals and admirals were pensioned off. When at 
last in 1781 England declared war against the Dutch 
Republic the warlike nation grew rich at the expense 
of the unarmed. The British fleet had no difficulty in 
seizing the larger part of the Dutch merchantmen and 
in destroying the commerce which the republic was too 
peaceful to defend. The Dutch colonies with all their 
wealth were forced to surrender to England. Then 
came the French revolution, and Holland, being weak 
and defenseless, was easily absorbed by France. General 
Barrow might have cited the fact that although Great 
Britain was not at war with the United States, by her 
aiding of the Confederates in their preying upon the 
sea commerce of the United States, the American 
shipping trade received a setback, according to many 
mavigation experts, from which it is far from having 
recovered, a loss of commerce which has greatly benefited 
England, assuring her for years a practical monopoly of 
tthe sea-carrying trade of the world and giving her to-day 
‘a commercial dominance on the sea which is beyond 
question.

THE PRESIDENT’S FLAG DAY ADDRESS. 


President Wilson in a speech in Washington on June 
15 at the Flag Day celebration arranged by the employees 
of the State, War and Navy Departments sketched “the 
historical significance of the flag,” and set forth his idea 
of what the American national emblem should stand for— 
“the assertion of the right of one nation to serve the other 
nations of the world.” He said, in part: 

“I am going to try in a very few sentences to interpret 
for you the historical significance of the flag of the 
United States, to tell you the kind of history it stands 
for in the human race. 

“First of all, this flag stood for independence. It 
stood for the right of a Power with a life and ideals of 
its own to choose and establish its own policy, to govern 
its own affairs and to choose its own rulers without let 
or interference from any other peoples of the world. 

“We were perhaps nearly half a century in convincing 
a sceptical world that we were able to do this great thing. 
We had several times to meet the scepticism of the world 





in a way that called for the exercise of force. But in 
the course of time our independence became unquestioned. 

“And then, not with haste, but with the experiences 
of self-directed intelligence, we built up our nation among 
these of the world, and presently by the mid-century of 
the last hundred years we had shown that we knew how 
to make the same sort of progress that other nations had 
made, and to make it with fewer mistakes, with fewer 
of those elements which bore with injustice upon the 
average man and forbade the average man to enter into 
the gates of legitimate ambition. Then came one of the 
most searching tests that a nation has ever stood, the test 
of the Civil War. 

“That chapter is closed. Our spirits as well as our 
states are reunited. Now we have to ask ourselves, ‘What 
does the flag stand for for the future?) Nobody questions 
our independence. Nobody questions our ability to push 
forward our economic affairs upon lines of unparalleled 
success and prosperity. 

‘“‘Nobody denies our power to settle the most funda- 
mental questions of our national life, though they involve 
tragedy without breaking any of the essential principles 
or disturbing any of the essential foundations of our life. 

“I sometimes wonder why men ever now take this 
flag and flaunt it. If I am respected I do not have to 
demand respect. If I am feared I do not have to ask 
for fear. If my power is known I do not have to proclaim 
it. I do not understand the temper, neither does this 
great nation understand the temper of men who use 
this flag boastfully. 

“This flag of the future is meant to stand for just 
use of undisputed national power. No nation is ever 
going to doubt our power to assert its rights, and we 
should lay it to heart that no nation shall ever hence- 
forth doubt our purpose to put it to the best use which 
a great member of justice and government can be put. 

“Henceforth to stand for self-possession, for dignity, 
for the assertion of right of one nation to serve the other 
nations of the world-—an emblem that will not be used 
for self-aggrandizement, that is too great to be debased 
by selfishness, that has vindicated its right to be honored 
by all the nations of the world and feared by none who do 
right.”

BRIBERY IN JAPANESE NAVY. 


Two high officers of the Japanese navy received prison 
sentences at Tokio on May 29 for connection with the 
graft scandal in naval contracts. Vice Admiral Wa 
Matsumoto was sentenced by a court-martial to three 
years imprisonment for accepting bribes and Captain 
Sawasaki was condemned to one year’s imprisonment. 
Commander Suzuki was acquitted. Investigation of 
charges brought out through the testimony of a man 
formerly employed in the Tokio office of the firm of 
Siemens-Schuckert, of Berlin, and who was sent to 
prison for two years for stealing important documents, 





showed that Japanese naval officials had been receiving - 


commissions for obtaining contracts for certain firms. 
The scandal brought about the resignation of the Japanese 
Ministry. 

The most complete and intelligent account of the 
Japanese naval scandal is contained in the following 


letter of the special correspondent of the New York 
Journal of Commerce, dated Tokio, May 4: 

“Conditions of graft and corruption in naval circles 
were brought to light first by the secret papers stolen 
from a German firm in Tokio by a stenographer, who 
carefully took photographic copies of them and then 
sold the originals to the agent of a foreign news company 
in Tokio. As soon as the firm and the naval authorities 
learned that the news agent was in possession of the 
dangerous papers he was approached for their return, 
and finally agreed to restore them to the German firm 
for a consideration of 50,000 yen. But in the meantime, 
the German authorities having heard of the crime com- 
mitted by the stenographer, had him arrested upon his 
arrival in Shanghai and brought to Berlin for trial. At 
the trial the contents of the stolen papers became public, 
and then it was learned that Japanese naval officers 
were accustomed to receive five per cent. commissions 
on naval contracts awarded to British or German firms. 
No sooner had the report of the trial reached Tokio than 
the members of the Imperial Diet, then in session, began 
an agitation for probing the charges against the naval 
ofticers, and so the whole system of bribery and corrup- 
tion became public. The Preliminary Court, after an 
exhaustive investigation lasting over three months, during 
which four naval officers of high standing and some half 
a dozen prominent business man, as well as two English- 
men and a German, were under arrest and detention in 
prison, finally remanded all for public trial on charges 
of bribery and attempt to cover up a widespread system 
of graft. 

“This story of the Japanese naval scandal, involving, 
as it does, the illegitimate manipulation of such vast 
sums of public money, becomes a matter of as much 
financial as moral interest. Think of receiving a com- 
mission of 1,150,000 yen on one contract alone! That 
is the sum which one Japanese court alleges a Japanese 
company received from a British shipbuilding firm on 
the contract for building a battle cruiser last year in 
British yards. The newspapers, which have been con- 
ducting an independent investigation, declare, however, 
that they are in possession of evidence to prove that 
the total amount of commission paid for awarding this 
contract to the British concern was 1,800,000 yen. The 
court is now making further investigations to ascertain 
the truth of this; but of the former amount the court 
asserts that it possesses undoubted evidence. The price 
paid for this ship by the Japanese government was 
25,000,000 yen, of which, it seems, some 1,800,000 went 
in commissions and bribes to those who secured the con- 
tract for the builders as against rival firms, among whom 
there was a heated competition, the final decision resting 
with the naval officers who awarded the contract and 
received the bribes. 

“The inevitable query is, if so much money went in 
bribes and commissions on one contract, how much must 
Japan have lost in this way on the numerous other ship 
contracts placed with foreign firms? During the past 
few years about a dozen ships were constructed in British 
yards, their total tonnage being about 140,000. 

“How the bribes and commissions in connection with 
this contract were disposed of is one of the most interest- 
ing and illuminating aspects of the case, as revealed by 
the Preliminary Court. According to the findings of that 
tribunal the Japanese company paid a certain vice 
admiral 400,000 yen as bribe for consenting to award 
the contract to the British company, the sum being 


taken from the big commission received by the Japanese 
concern from the English concern. The vice admiral 
divided his big bribe in the form of smaller bribes among 
his confederates and accomplices. The court declares 
that another vice admiral was given some 45,500 and a 
director of the Japanese firm 15,000 yen. The money 
was invested by these vice admirals in purchasing land 
and government bonds. As soon as the naval scandal 
appeared the Japanese concern began to fear an investi- 
gation, and their officials altered the entries on the books 
of the firm in connection with the naval contract, and 
for this, as well as for giving and taking bribes, they are 
under indictment. What the Japanese firm did with 
its big commission appears also to have excited the 
curiosity of the public and the court. After handing 
over the 400,000 yen to the naval officers, it is alleged 
that at least 300,000 was given to certain steel works 
in Japan. . 

“The main question before the courts at present is 
how far the discovered system of bribery and corruption 
extends. The names of the very highest officials in the 
navy are being freely mentioned as involved, but nothing 
has as yet been proved. Still every department that 
has had anything to do with supplying naval material 
appears to be under suspicion, even to paint contractors 
and those who make ammunition. ‘The German affair 
reveals still another phase of the case, wherein German 
firms supplying wireless and other apparatus for naval 
stations are found by the court to have been bribing 
naval officers, for which their Tokio agents are now under 
indictment. The naval scandal began with this case, 
nothing further being then suspected; so that the 
Japanese-British case came like a bolt from the blue. 
The authorities concerned now declare their intention 
to probe the matter to the bottom and to make a complete 
clean-up of the navy.”

ADMIRAL FLETCHER TO COMMAND FLEET. 


“The time has not yet been definitely determined when 
Rear Admiral Charles J. Badger shall be relieved as 
commander-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet,” says a Navy 
Department Bulletin of June 14; but, as Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels has already stated in reply to questions, 
he will recommend Rear Admiral Frank F. Fletcher to 
succeed Admiral Badger. It is possible that Admiral 
Fletcher, after he is relieved at Vera Cruz, may take a 
short leave and not be ready for duty with the fleet on 
July 1, the date that Admiral Badger is due to be relieved. 
It is not thought that Admiral Fletcher will be ready to 
leave Vera Cruz before the 6th or 7th of July, and it 
inay be Aug. 1 or later before he goes on duty with the 
Atlantic Fleet. The bulletin continues: “Since Admiral 
Badger took the Atlantic Fleet to Mexican waters he 
has had the whole situation well in hand, and his serv- 
ices there have added to his reputation as one of the 
first men of the American Navy. 

“Admiral Fletcher will be promoted from the command 
of the First Division of the Atlantic Fleet. He has 
been in Mexico since the presence of American ships in 
those waters was first called for, and his command of 
the situation during the whole time he has been in charge 
has been masterful. He proved himself not only a great 
admiral, but a statesman and diplomat as well. His 
services commended themselves not only to the Secretary, 
but to the President, and the latter expressed himself 
in high praise when Admiral Fletcher turned over the 
command of Vera Cruz to General Funston. Both in 
the taking of Vera Cruz and in the administration of the 
city government afterward Admiral Fletcher showed him- 
self a man of the highest abilities. President Wilson 
seized the opportunity when presenting diplomas to the 
Annapolis graduates at their recent commencement to 
hold up Admiral Fletcher as a pattern,” says the bulletin, 
quoting a part of the President’s speech which appeared 
in our last issue, page 1321. The bulletin continues: 

“Admiral Fletcher showed his versatility in the way 
in which he handled the news from Vera Cruz at the time 
when the entire American people were waiting eagerly 
for very despatch which came up from Mexico, and 
Secretary Daniels jocularly remarked to the’ newspaper 
men that the Admiral would have made a great managing 
editor if he had not been an admiral, for he not only 
showed the newspaper instinct for real news, but in his 
despatches he flung the feature of each story to the 
front, just as a trained newspaper man would have done. 

“The Secretary has no power to promote naval officers 
for meritorious services. This can be done only by 
Congress. But the change in the command of the 
Atlantic Fleet falling due about this time, the Secretary 
thought it well to make public his recommendation to the 
President to promote Admiral Fletcher, inasmuch as 
the promotion synchronizes with the recommendations 
made by Admirals Badger and Fletcher for recognition 
of the services of officers and men of the Navy in recent 
operations in Mexico. The recommendation for promo- 
tion of Admiral Fletcher is made in part for his in- 
valuable services in Mexico, as well as for his record 
in the line.” 





ADMIRAL FLETCHER COMMENDED. 

The following letter of commendation was sent to Rear 
Admiral Fletcher, U.S.N., on June 13, from the Navy 
Department : 


: Washington, D.C., June 13, 1914. 
To: Rear Admiral Frank F. Fletcher, U.S.N., Commanding 
1st Division, U.S. Atlantic Fleet. (Via Commander-in- 
Chief, Atlantic Fleet.) 
Subject: Commendation. 

In your reports of the operations connected with the seizure” 
by naval forces of the city of Vera Cruz, Mexico, on April 
21 and 22, 1914, you requested that the Department recog- 
nize the conspicuous valor, heroism, courage and devotion to 
duty of a number of officers and enlisted men under your 
command whose actions were notable even where all nobly 
performed every duty that lay before them.

responsibilities as could well be placed upon a naval com- 
mander; for in the Department’s opinion your performance 
of duty at the seizure of Vera Cruz equally entitles you to 
all the well merited praise and commendation that has been

bestowed upon the officers and men whom you were directing. 

It is a pleasure to add that it was fully expected that no 
matter what you were called upon to do, it would be done 
with a spirit and a degree of excelience that could not be 
surpassed, and these expectations were met, in every par- 
ticular, under circumstances requiring professional ability and 
skill and courage of the very highest order.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The conferees on the Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 
14034) on June 13 reported agreement on all the seventy- 
two amendments of the Senate except Nos. 28, 29, 33, 
34, 40, 53, 57, 63, 64, 65, 68 and 71. 

Of these, Nos. 28 and 29 authorize a new $3,000,000 
drydock for Norfolk and appropriate $200,000 toward 
its construction. 

No. 33 appropriates $100,000 toward construction of 
a breakwater at Key West (limit of contract $600,000). 

No. 34 increases the limit of cost of Pearl Harbor 
drydock to $4,986,500. 

No. 40 is a total dependent upon above items. 

No. 53 would authorize the Secretary of the Navy to 
contract at $50,000 per annum for six years for use of 
drydocks to be constructed by private parties at Hunters 
Point, San Francisco. 

No. 57 is the Senate’s rewording of the authorization 
of eight submarines and would make the appropriation 
therefor available until expended. Sal 

Nos. 63, 64, 65 and 68 would make appropriations 
under “Increase of the Navy” available until expended. 

No. 71 would authorize the sale of the battleships 
Idaho and Mississippi. ae : ‘ 

The House on June 16 insisted upon its disagreement 
to Amendment No. 12, authorizing detail of naval officers 
to Hydrographic Office for the purpose of producing 
American charts to replace foreign ones purchased 
abroad ;; also to Nos. 18 and 39, which include the Naval 
Observatory in the benefits of appropriations for “Mainte- 
nance of Yards and Docks” and “Repairs and Preserva- 
tion at Navy Yards and Stations.” 

The House receded from its disagreement to No. 34 
(Pearl Harbor) and 53 (Hunters Point), noted above. 

Nos. 28, 29, 33 and 40 (Norfolk and Key West) and 
57, 63, 64, 65 and 6&8 (Increase of Navy) went back to 
conference. ; 

Chairman Lemuel Padgett, of the Naval Committee, 
moved that the House disagree to Amendment cas 
Chairman Padgett told the House that the Administra- 
tion was opposed to the sale of the Idaho and the Missis- 
sippi unless the proceeds could be used for the building 
of a new Dreadnought. The ‘Little Navy” members 
fought the two-battleship program in the first instance 
and they were determined to prevent a third battleship 
being authorized, even in the manner proposed. A 
substitute amendment differing in form but not in sub- 
stance was offered by Chairman Padgett. Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, the Republican leader, offered an 
amendment permitting the sale of the two ships, but 
stipulating that the money should be covered into the 
miscellaneous fund of the Treasury. The Naval bill was 
sent back to conference with instructions that the House 
conferees oppose the Senate amendment providing for 
the sale of the two battleships. t : - 

We give below the text of the bill as it relates to In- 
crease of the Navy,” as it came from conference, with 
the amendments here numbered still to be determined. 

Later action on these items in disagreement is noted 
on page 1341. 





INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


That for the purpose of further increasing the Naval Estab- 
lishment of the United States, the President is hereby author- 
ized to have constructed two first-class battleships carrying 
as heavy armor and as powerful armament as any _ vessel 
of their class, to have the highest practicable speed and great- 
est desirable radius of action, and to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament, not to exceed $7,800,000 each. One of the 
battleships hereby authorized shall be built and constructed 
at a Government navy yard. j . 

Six torpedoboat destroyers, to have the highest practicable 
speed, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to ex- 
ceed $925,000 each. : : 

(57) Eight or more submarines, one to be of seagoing 
type; seven or more to be of coast and harbor defense type; 
to cost not exceeding in the aggregate $4,460,000, and the 
sum of $1,825,000 is hereby appropriated for said purpose, 
to be available until expended, arid the appropriation made 
in the Naval Act approved March 4, 1913, ‘‘Wrecking pon- 
toon: for construction or purchase of a testing and wrecking 
pontoon for submarines, to be available until expended, $300,- 
000,’ is hereby made available until expended for the con- 
struction of said submarine boats. ¥ 

Three of the coast defense submarine torpedoboats herein 
authorized shall be built on the Pacific coast: Provided That 
the cost of construction on the Pacific coast does not exceed 
the cost of construction on the Atlantic coast, plus the cost 
of transportation from the Atlantic to the Pacific; and_ the 
Secretary of the Navy is requested to consider the advis- 
ability of stationing the four small submarine torpedoboats 
herein authorized on the coast of the United States in the 
Gulf of Mexico as a proper naval defense thereof. 

Hereafter there shall be charged against the several ap- 
propriations for the support of the Naval Establishment the 
overhead charges incident to upkeep and to industrial work 
at navy yards and stations. The total sum so charged shall 
be distributed in accordance with the work done in the 
various yards and stations in order that the cost of work 
may be determined. : 

Except where otherwise directed, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall build any of the vessels herein authorized in such 
navy yards as he may designate, should it reasonably appear 
that the persons, firms or corporations or the agents thereof, 
bidding for the construction of any of said vessels have en- 
tered into any combination, agreement, or understanding the 
effect, object or purpose of which is to deprive the Govern- 
ment of fair, open and unrestricted competition in letting 
contracts for the construction of any of said vessels. 

Construction and machinery: On account of hulls and out- 
fits of vessels and machinery of vessels heretofore and herein 
authorized, to be available until expended, $17,647,617. 

Increase of the Navy; torpedoboats: On account of sub- 
marine torpedoboats heretofore authorized, (63) to be avail- 
able until expended, $1,685,617. ; 

Increase of the Navy; equipment: Toward the completion 
of equipment outfit of the vessels heretofore and herein au- 
thorized, (64) to be available until expended, $421,000. 

Increase of the Navy: armor and armament: Toward the 
armor and armament for vessels heretofore and herein au- 
thorized, (65) to be available until expended, $14,877,500. 

A committee is hereby appointed, to consist of the chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Affairs of the Senate and 
the chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs of the House 
of Representatives and one naval officer to be selected by 
the Secretary of the Navy, to investigate and report, at 
the next regular session of Congress, upon the cost of erec- 
tion of an armor plant to enable the United States to manu- 
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facture its own armor plate and special-treatment steel capable 
of standing all ballistic and other necessary tests required 
for use in vessels of the Navy at the lowest possible cost to 
the Government, taking into consideration all of the elements 
necessary for the economical and successful operation of such 
a plant. Said report shall contain the estimated cost of a 
plant and site sufficient to accommodate a plant having an 
annual-output capacity of 20,000 tons, and also a plant having 
an output of 10,000 tons, and also an itemized statement of 
the estimated cost of the necessary buildings, machinery and 
accessories for each; and the estimated annual cost and main- 
tenance of each, and the estimated cost of the finished product. 
Said committee is authorized to sit during the recess of Con- 
gress, to send for persons and papers, and to administer 
oaths. The sum of $5,000 is hereby appropriated, out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to 
pay the expenses of said committee, payable upon vouchers 
signed by the chairman of said committee. 

Total increase of the Navy heretofore and herein authorized, 
(68) to be available until expended, $36,456,734. 

Of each of the sums appropriated by this act, except such 
amounts as may be required to meet obligations authorized 
in previous acts and for which contracts have been made, no 
part shall be used to procure through purchase or contract 
any vessels, armament, articles or materials which the navy 
yards, gun factories, or other industrial plants opérated by 
the Navy Department are equipped to supply, unless such 
Government plants are operated approximately at their full 
capacity for not less than one regular shift each —— 
day, except when contract costs are less than costs in sai 
Government plants, and except when said Government plants 
are unable to complete the work within the time required, 
and except in cases of emergency. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated shall be ex- 
pended for the purchase of structural steel, ship plates, armor, 
armament, or machinery from any persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions who have combined or conspired: to monopolize the 
interstate or foreign commerce or trade of the United States, 
or the commerce or trade between the States and any Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia, in any of the articles afore- 
said, and no purchase of structural steel, ship plates, or 
machinery shall be made at a price in excess of a reasonable 
profit above the actual cost of manufacture. But this limita- 
tion shall in no case apply to any existing contract. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated under ‘‘In- 
crease of the Navy’’ shall be used for the payment of any 
clerical, drafting, inspection, or messenger service, or for the 
pay of any of the other classified force under the various 
bureaus of the Navy Department, Washington, D.C. 

hat no part of any sum appropriated by this act shall be 
used for any expense of the Navy Department at Washington, 

C., unless specific authority is given by law for such ex- 
penditure. 

(71) The President may, in his discretion, direct the sale, 
in such manner, at such price and upon such terms as he shall 
deem proper, of the battleships Idaho and Mississippi. All 
moneys received from the sale of said vessels shall, after pay- 
ment therefrom of the expenses of such sale, be deposited by 
the Secretary of the Navy in the Treasury, and shall, until 
expended, be available for the construction of such other ves- 
sel or vessels, at least equal for purposes of offense and de- 
fense to the most modern vessels of the same class now pro- 
jected here or abroad, as the President may in his discretion 
authorize: Provided, That no vessel shall be sold, exchanged, 
or conveyed under this authorization unless such sale, ex- 
change, or conveyance, or the agreement therefor, shall have 
been made prior to July 1, 1915: Provided further, That any 
vessel or vessels constructed from the money received from 
the sale of the Mississippi and Idaho shall not be included 
in the annual appropriations for the increase of the Navy. 


THE BILL AS AGREED TO IN CONFERENCE. 


The body of the bill was agreed to in conference 
carrying the following provisions of law in addition to 
the routine appropriations which appear in the detailed 
table below: 

Of the Navy contingent appropriation of $150,000 there 
is set aside $104,000 for entertainment of officers and 
crews of foreign fleets invited by the nation to participate 
in the Panama-Pacific Exposition festivities; the bill 
also provides for remitting Panama Canal tolls in the 
case of such vessels, and arranging for anchorage grounds 
in Hampton Roads and in San Francisco Bay for the 
combined fleets (U.S. and foreign) attending the ex- 
position. 

Officers who now perform engineering duty on shore 
only and officers of the Construction Corps shall be eligible 
for any shore duty compatible with their rank and grade 
to which the Secretary of the Navy may assign them. 

Authority is given for the employment of more than 
one advertising agency in the advertising for recruits. 

The bill provides for the grant of immediate citizenship, 
upon presentation of honorable discharge or ordinary 
discharge with recommendation for re-enlistment, to any 
alien of good moral character, who may, under existing 
law, become a citizen of the U.S., and has had at least 
four years’ service in the Navy, Marine Corps, Revenue 
Cutter Service or naval auxiliary. 

The bill’ authorizes issue of a clothing outfit ($60 
maximum) to all enlisted men serving in their second 
enlistment who failed to receive an outfit of the value 
authorized by law in their first enlistment, or had re- 
funded value of an outfit because of discharge prior to 
expiration of enlistment. 

Provision is made for placing in the naval pension 
fund proceeds of sales of material and rentals at Naval 
Home, Philadelphia; also unclaimed moneys belonging 
to deceased beneficiaries of the Home. Also to allow 
disposition of pensions of beneficiaries of the Naval Home 
in the same manner as prescribed for inmates of Soldiers’ 
Homes. 

Of the $390,000 appropriation for renewing batteries, 
$225,000 is to be available until June 30, 1916. And the 
$1,000,000 for torpedoes until June 30, 1917. 

An unobligated balance of $148,000 for the Boston 
Marine Barracks appropriation is made available for a 
building slip and equipment. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to pay a 
voucher of $4,937 for ice plant at Port Royal, S.C., and 
to allow credits of $1,184 in accounts of P.A. Paymr. D. 
W. Rose in same matter. 

The bill appropriates $75,000 for extension of Naval 
Disciplinary Barracks system. 

The bill provides $40,000 for temporary’ hospital 
accommodation at Mare Island and Puget Sound at 
time of Panama-Pacific Exposition. 

Hereafter the number of enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps provided for shall be construed to mean 
the daily average of enlisted men in the naval service 
during the year. 


ACTING CHAPLAINS. 


The provisions creating the grade of acting chaplain 
and making total number of chaplains one to 1,250 of 
total enlisted personnel follow: 


The grade of acting chaplain in the Navy is hereby author- 
ized and created, and hereafter original appointments shall 
be made by the Secretary of the Navy, not to exceed the 
number hereinafter provided, in the grade of acting chap- 
lains in the Navy after such examination as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Navy, and while so serving 
acting chaplains shall have the rank, pay and allowances of 
lieutenant, junior grade, in the Navy. After three years’ sea 
service on board ship each acting chaplain before receiving 
a commission in the Navy shall establish to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary of the Navy by examination by a board of 
chaplains and medical officers of the Navy his physical, 
mental, moral and Ts neaeageener gh fitness to perform the duties 
of chaplain in the Navy, and if found so aualified, shall be 
commissioned a chaplain in the Navy with the rank of lieu- 
tenant, junior grade. If any acting chaplain shall fail on 


the examinations herein prescribed he shall be honorably dis- 
charged from the naval service, and the appointment of any 
acting chaplain may be revoked at any time in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy. 

Hereafter the total number of chaplains and acting chap- 
lains in the Navy shall be one to each twelve hundred and 
fifty of the total personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps as 
fixed by law, including midshipmen, apprentice seamen and 
naval prisoners, and of the total number of chaplains and 
acting chaplains herein authorized ten per centum thereof 
shall have the rank of captain in the Navy, twenty per centum 
the rank of commander, twenty per centum the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander, and the remainder to have the rank of 
lieutenants and lieutenants, junior grade. 

Naval chaplains hereafter commissioned from acting chap- 
lains shall have the rank, pay and allowances of lieutenant, 
junior grade, in the Navy until they shall have completed 
four years’ service in that grade, when, subject to examina- 
tion as above prescribed, they shall have the rank, pay and 
allowances of lieutenant in the Navy, and chaplains with the 
rank of lieutenant shall have at least four years’ service in 
that grade before promotion to the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander, after which service, chaplains shall be promoted as 
vacancies occur to the grades of lieutenant commander, com- 
mander and captain: Provided, That not more than seven 
acting chaplains shall be commissioned chaplains in any one 
year: And provided further, That no provision of this sec- 
tion shall operate to reduce the rank, pay or allowances that 
would have been received by any person in the Navy except 
for the passage of this section, and that all laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent with the provisions of this section be, and 
the same are hereby, repealed. 

Amounts for commutation of subsistence heretofore 
checked against members of the Navy Nurse Corps by 
the Comptroller are to be allowed. 

Returned naval supplies are to be credited to the 
current appropriations concerned. 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized at his dis- 
cretion to issue free of cost the national flag (U.S. 
national ensign No. 7) used for draping the coffin of 
any officer or enlisted man of the Navy or Marine Corps 
whose death occurs while in the service of the U.S. Navy 
or Marine Corps, upon request, to the relatives of the 
deceased officer or enlisted man or, upon request, to a 
school, patriotic order or society to which the deceased 
officer or man belonged. 

Repairs. of $50,000 are authorized for the U.S.S. 
Constellation. 

Unobligated and unexpended balances, Steam Ma- 
chinery, $250,000, for heavy-oil engine for fuel ship, are 
made available until June 30, 1916. 

. The Bureau of Equipment is definitely abolished and 
its duties are distributed among the other bureaus. 

Unexpended balance of Naval Academy dairy appro- 
priation is made available until June 30, 1915. 

Hereafter in addition to the appointments of midship- 
men to the U.S. Naval Academy as now prescribed by 
law, the Secretary of the Navy is allowed fifteen appoint- 
ments annually from the enlisted men of the Navy who 
are citizens of the United States and not more than 
twenty years of age on the date of entrance to the Naval 
Aca@emy, and who shall have served not less than one 
year as enlisted men. on the date of entrance; provided, 
that such appointments shall be made in the order of 
merit from candidates who have passed such physical and 
such competitive mental examinations as the Secretary 
of the Navy shall ‘prescribe; and candidates so selected 
shall then be required to pass the physical and mental 
examinations now required by law for entrance to the 
Naval Academy. 

Hereafter no mileage shall be paid to any officer where 
government transportation is furnished him.

LEAVENWORTH DISCIPLINARY BATTALION. 


A remarkable illustration of the success of the Military 
Prison disciplinary battalion at Fort Leavenworth, under 
the command of Col. H. J. Slocum, is given in the fol- 
lowing order: 

U.S. Military Prison, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., June 9, 1914.

1. This order is published. in recognition of the extraordi- 
nary service rendered by the following me.nbers of the Dis- 
ciplinary Battalion at this prison who volunteered to pursue 
and capture escaped General Prisoners Walter L. Ayers, No.

8. These twenty-one disciplinarians by authority of the 
Commandant left the prison for the purpose above indicated. 
They were unarmed, and each carried a card of identification 
for the information of all guards. They searched the sur- 
rounding country for ten or twelve miles; overtook the pris- 
oners, and by a clever ruse succeeding in obtaining the help 
of an armed prison guard, returning to the prison with the 
escaped men between midnight and one o’clock a.m., June 
6-7, 1914, the prisoners having been in escape for about eight 
hours. 

4. It is hereby directed that a copy of this order be filed 
with the record of each of the above twenty-one members of 
the Disciplinary Battalion, who, by their acts, upheld the 
honor of the Disciplinary Battalion. The Executive Officer 
is directed to extend to these men all possible consideration 
and all privileges consistent with the rules and regulations 
governing this institution. Ss 

5. This order will be read ta the Disciplinary Battalion at 
its next formation, and copies, suitably framed, will be posted 
in the office of the Commanidant, Executive Officer, Battalion 
Commander, in the guard room of the prison, and in the build- 
ing occupied by the battalion.

The twenty-one men whose names are mentioned volun- 
teered for this service. The eighteen other than the 
three who brought back the escaped prisoners all returned 
to the prison before noon on the day following the escape, 
after they had been notified that the search was ended. 
Members of the disciplinary battalion at the prison were 
permitted to attend a baseball game. Hughes and Ayers 
took advantage of the trust and sneaked away, instead 
of reporting back to the prison, as did the others. Their 
absence was discovered a short time later. There are 
150 men in the disciplinary battalion. Twenty-seven 
have been restored to the colors, exclusive of those who 
will obtain their release as a reward for their service 
in this case. Colonel Slocum is doing a fine work, and 
all the Army wish well to the experiment he has under- 
taken under the orders of the War Department. A very 
flattering report of the condition of the disciplinarian 
battalion has been made to the War Department by Lieut. 
Col. David C. Shanks, I.G. Dept. * In the opinion of 
Colonel Shanks there is not an Infantry battalion in the 
Army that is superior to that at Fort Leavenworth on 
close order drill. Such excellent progress has been made 
by the battalion that it is understood it will shortly be 
given field work.

To ninety-seven officers and enlisted men of 

the Navy and Marine Corps the Secretary of the Navy 

has addressed “highly commendatory letters” for gal- 

lantry displayed by them in the fighting at Vera Cruz.

MOBILIZATION WAR PROBLEM FOR N.G.N.Y. 


Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the National 
Guard of New York, who recently returned from a course 
of study at the Army War College, Washington, has 


prepared a very instructive problem for the National 
Guard which should be of great practical benefit, es- 
pecially in view of the possible use of the National Guard 
later in connection with the Mexico trouble, which well 
informed officers believe is a foregone conclusion. Gen- 
eral O’Ryan has taken an entirely new move in regard 
to the instruction of state forces by detailing certain 
organizations to be prepared for muster into the Federal 
service and actually performing all the duties required 
for such a proceeding. 

The War Department, it is understood, considers’ 

General O’Ryan’s plan of far-reaching importance to 
the entire National Guard, and will await the result 
of the problem with a great deal of interest, as it is one, 
it is believed, the state forces throughout the entire 
country may find it profitable to follow. 
. The organizations detailed to be prepared for muster 
into the Federal service are: Company B, 7th Infantry, 
Capt. W. M. Halsted; Company BH, 47th Infantry, Capt. 
W. A. McAdam; Troop L, 1st Cavalry, Capt. E. McLeer, 
jr.; Machine-gun Troop, Cavalry, Capt. H. Sheldon; 
Battery I, 1st Field Artillery, Capt. H. Lawson; Bat- 
tery B, 2d Field Artillery, Capt. L. C. Fox; and Company 
D, 22d Engineers, Capt. E. F. Robinson. The order 
prepared by General O’Ryan, which some of the other 
progressive states may probably follow, reads that the 
War Department having adopted regulations and forms 
for the purpose of carrying into effect the provision of 
Army Regulations relating to muster in of the Organized 
Militia, the organizations above named are designated 
to make a practical test of the plan, in order to provide 
experience for the officers who will be concerned with 
the details of an actual muster, and as the possible basis 
for such changes in the regulations as the working out 
of the problem might indicate to be desirable. 

In order to make the test as practical as possible the 
order provides that each step leading up to the muster 
in of Militia as volunteers, except the actual oaths of 
office and enlistment, will be carried out by the above 
organizations. ‘The colonels of the regiments are to pre- 
pare a draft of such orders as they would get out if the ~ 
mobilization was an actual one. 

The following officers are detailed to act for the United 
States: Chief mustering ofticer, Lieut. Col. William H. 
Sage, U.S.A.; assistant to chief mustering officer, Lieut. 
Col. L. W. Stotesbury, inspector general, N.G.N.Y. The 
following are the assistant mustering officers and the 
commands they will muster, all the officers being from 
the U.S. Army: Lieut. C. B. Hodges, to 7th Infantry; 
Lieut. T. L. Crystal, to 47th Infantry; Capt: J. B. W. 
Corey, to 1st Field Artillery; Lieut. Harry Pfeil, to 2d 
Field Artillery; Capt. D. H. Biddle, to 1st Cavalry; 
Capt. L. C. Andrews, to Machine-gun Troop; and Capt. 
W. D. A. Anderson, to 22d Engineers. 

Chief medical officer, Major Sanford H. Wadhams, 
Med. Dept., U.S.A., assisted by the following medical 
officers of the N.G.N.Y.: Lieut. Col. W. S. Terriberry, 
Major D. R. Lucas, Capts. G. M. Muren, E. Bishop and 
S. McCullagh, and Lieuts. L. Hutton and J. T. Pilcher. 

The following are the principal portions of the order 
bearing on the problem: 

Every officer and enlisted man who is to enter the volunteer 
service in the above organizations will be reas examined 
by some one or more of the above medical officers under the 
supervision of Major Sanford H. Wadhams, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A. <A record will be made of their finger prints, and 
all who are not already typhoid immune will receive the 
typhoid prophylaxis. 

The problem states that war is imminent between Blue 
(United States) and White (a transatlantic power), and that 
the Blue Government has concentrated its Regular Army, and 
that the President has called the Militia of the several states 
into the Federal service, and on the same day issued a call 
for volunteers, stating that the National Guard of each state 
would be accepted as part of the quota of the volunteers 
called for. The problem then sets forth the order issued by 
the Governor directing the Major General commanding the 
National Guard of New York to assemble the troops and 
to prepare the quota of the State for muster into Federal 
service. 

The special situation set forth in the problem gives the 
orders issued by the Major General and these orders bring 
into actual being the ~— battalions, one for each regiment, 
and provide for many details affecting property accountabil- 
ity, which in the past has caused a great deal of trouble and 
loss owing to the ignorance of officers in respect to it. 

The National Guard is directed to assemble at eight a.m., 
the day following the date of the order. Drill and instruc- 
tion of all organizations throughout the state will be com- 
menced at once in accordance with a circular issued. Of 
course, the only organizations actually affected will be those 
above specified. All iar property not to be taken into 
the Federal service is to be invoiced by the commanding 
officer of tne depot battalion, who will be in commanid of the 
armory while the parent organization is absent in the Federal 
service. 

The commands indicated are directed to be raised to war 
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strength as follows: Company of Infantry, 150 men; troop 
of Cavalry, 100; battery of Light Artillery, 171; company 
of Engineers, 164 men. A provision of the order provides 
that men who are disqualified in any way for service in war 
will be transferred to the depot battalion of the organiza- 
tion, but men transferred who are not disqualified will not 
in number exceed ten per cent. of the enlisted strength of 


each company. : 
Upon the Vpevenbly of organizations and while drill and 


instruction and other work is going on, the physical examina- 
tions and the preparation of the muster rolls will begin, and 
this work will be continued with all dispatch until each com- 
pany is ready at war strength for muster. While this work 
is being done a mobilization camp for the entire division 
will be prepared by the officers of the Major General’s staff. 
The necessary equipment for water supply, railroad spurs, 
switches and siding required for the prompt handling of 
troops and supplies will be provided for; also bath houses, 
mess shelters and other structures necessary, and a supply 
ef subsistence, fuel, ice and forage will be provided for. 

The problem requires of the commanding officers of 
the above organizations the actual execution by each 
organization of each step required by the terms of the 
problem, including the preparation of all papers, tele- 
grams, orders and correspondence. — This is the most 
practical kind of preparation to avoid confusion, delays 
and w certainties, which have always existed at the out- 
break of previous wars. ‘The work made necessary by 
this problem will be considerable, and there is already 
great activity at division headquarters, where there are 
some ten officers of the Regular Army, together with 
an equal number of officers of Major General O’Ryan’s 
staff and a force of clerks, working out each day the 
details of the mobilization and making rules and decisions 
on questions that have arisen concerning the interpreta- 
tion of the regulations.

PATRIOTIC INCIDENTS OF CIVIL WAR. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL; 

A recent article in the JoURNAL recalled many inci- 
dents of the deep feeling of patriotism and love of our 
flag by our countrymen of normal caliber. As one 
instance permit me to relate what occurred on board 
the U.S.S. Lancaster at sea in the Pacific, July 4, 1861. 
When the men were told that those who did not want 
to sign allegiance to the flag were to step forward not a 
man of that crew moved; only one officer and a clerk 
proved disloyal. . 

In the afternoon of that day the crew in a spontaneous 
feeling of patriotism took the boat’s flags and, preceded 
by the fifer of the marines, marched around the deck. 
Officers came running up, surprised at this breach of 
discipline ; but when the captain discovered that the crew 
were only giving vent to the spirit of ’'76 he gave orders 
to splice the main brace. Of all that crew few are alive 


to-day ; most of them died for the flag they loved so well. 

In another instance during the Civil War, while 
attached to a vessel I was detailed as a volunteer in 
command of a landing party. While in the act of passing 


over the gangway a young powder boy very urgently 
pleaded to be permitted to go along. ‘The officer upon 
the bridge making a sign of consent, I told the boy to 
get a boat’s flag and a hoarding pike and made him color 
bearer. In the charge we made after landing, and under 
a very heavy fire, he cried to me that he had lost the 
flag. He was so imbued with the importance and re- 
sponsibility of it that I left him to his efforts to recover 
it. The flag probably became untied from the boarding 
pike or was shot away. Shortly afterward I fell, badly 
wounded, and was carried limp out of the line of fire by 
two marines. If that boy is living to-day I am sure that 
he still retains that great love for Old Glory. 
AN OLD MAINTOPMAN. 
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AN INFANTRY POLICY. 
To THE EpITtoR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Some time ago the Infantry adopted a straightout 
Infantry policy toward one of the Service schools. 
Swift and satisfactory action was the result. 


This policy was not mapped out in Washington. It ~ 


was not made to depend on the action of the other 
branches of the Service. It represented a stand that 
vitally concerned the future of the Infantry. It did not 
infringe on the fair rights of any of the other branches 
of the Service. Its plain intent was to develop to full 
Infantry capacity the ground it covered. 

There is a lesson in this. 

The Infantry has certain advantages over the other 
arms. 


We can train a man for our arm in less time than . 


any other branch. 

We can do it for less money. 

We are the most essential arm. 

The Infantry action is the most vital part of the battle. 

The success of the Infantry action depends on the 
correct handling of the Infantry by its officers. 

You can boil all of this down to one simple, obvious 
statement. The best officers in the Army should be 
in the Infantry. 

This is not an attempt to boost the Infantry. It is 
just an attempt to get common sense to take a logical 
view of things. 

“Success in battle is the ultimate object of all mili- 
tary training.” If Infantry success is the most essential 
to battle success, then does it not follow that the In- 
fantry officer should be the best and most highly trained 
officer ? 

Should not the Infantry have a policy that would aim 
directly at (1) developing and training to the uttermost 
its officers and non-commissioned officers? 

2. Using its natural advantages of being able to train 
a man in less time and for less money than the other 
arms? 

Would not the use of the Regular regiments as train- 
ing schools for men enlisted for six months accomplish 
both of these things? 

Note: This means work and growth, but not promotion.

1. War strength companies in all arms of the Service, 
so we have an effective military machine always ready.

The Senate on June 17 disagreed to the House amend- 
ment of Senate Amendment 67 (armor plant paragraph 
under Increase of Navy, page 1338), which had been 


reported by. the conferees as a satisfactory substitute 
for the Senate’s paragraph; the Senate further insisted 
upon its amendments in disagreement with the House. 
The Senate appointed as its conferees for second confer- 
ence Messrs. Tillman, Swanson and Perkins; the House 
conferees are Messrs. Padgett, Talbott, of Maryland, and 
Butler. Up to the hour of our going to press on June 
19 no decision of the second conference is reported.

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The question is often asked of medical officers of the 
Navy what they do to pass away the time on board ship. 
It is taken for granted that the men are healthy or they 
would not be on the ship, and consequently the opinion 
is formed by the unthinking layman that all the naval 
medical man has to do on board a ship most of the 
time is to twiddle his thumbs. Surgeon Oman, U.S.N., 
is the author of a description of the work of a surgeon 
of the Navy on board a modern Dreadnought, his data 


being taken from life on board the U.S.S. Wyoming for 
the six months between Oct. 1, 1918, and April 1, 1914. 
This account has been published in leaflet form by the 
American Medical Association as a reprint from its 
journal. Surgeon Oman explains in the first place that 
officers and men on board a big battleship are engaged 
in a hazardous occupation at all times. The constant 
noise, bugle calls, vibrations, artificial light and ventila- 
tion, routine and irregular hours tend to bring out very 
quickly any weak mental strain of which, previous to 
enlistment, the man was unaware. The men are exposed 
to frequent, sudden and severe changes of climate. The 
previous winter’s cruise showed the truth of this. The 
winter months were spent in Cuban waters, the departure 
north was on March 15, the shift from white uniforms 
to blue was on March 18, and March 20 the.ship ran 
into a stiff norther, with a blinding snowstorm. The 
complement of officers and men is 1,157. Every morning 
at sick call from fifteen to forty men present themselves 
as needing attention. The daily average number on 
the sick list during the half year in question was eight. 
There is an evening sick call at eight o’clock for special 
cases. Frequent calls are made at the sick bay at odd 
hours. The usual bronchial and intestinal diseases, 
Bright’s disease, lobar pneumonia, measles, mumps, 
malaria, etc., are met with, as are various forms of 
insanity, epilepsy and milder affections. In the tropics 
there are unusual cases, such as of sunburns, jelly-fish 
stings, dengue and thermic fevers. Heat prostration in 
the firerooms also provided some cases. ‘There were 
sixty-six surgical operations, not to speak of the minor 
cuttings, as for abscesses, boils, ingrowing nails, ete. 
Laboratory experiments designed to test the health of 
the men were made in more than three hundred instances. 
Preparatory to their transfer to other ships 298 men 
were physically examined, and the eyesight of all gun 
pointers, spotters, etc., was examined as a routine by 
the vision test card. All fresh’ provisions, meats, ice 
cream, etc., had to be passed on by a medical officer 
before they were accepted. Lectures and talks to the 
crew and first-aid instruction also fell within the medical 
officer’s duties. Once a week a complete sanitary inspec- 
tion of the entire ship is made, including the holds, 
storerooms and living spaces. ‘This inspection requires 
about four hours. Besides this work medical officers are 
ordered on various boards, courts-martial, etc. Indeed, 
as one reads all the duties herein enumerated the wonder 
is that the ship’s medical officers have time to attend to 
them all.

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Some years ago we reproduced from the famous 
“Diary” of Samuel Pepys a story which showed that 
the saying “Tell it to the marines” originated in the 
recognition by Charles II. of England of the superior 
knowledge of the marines, and not in a nautical idea of 
their gullibility. When a colonel of marines bore testi- 
mony to the truth of a story about flying fish, which His 
Majesty had doubted, Charles said: “Mr. Pepys, from 
the very nature of their calling no class of our subjects 
can have so wide a knowledge of seas and lands as the 
officers and men of our loyal maritime regiment. Hence- 
forth whenever we cast doubt upon a tale that lacketh 
likelihood we will tell it to the marines, If they believe 
it, it is safe to say it is true.’ This story and other 
reading about the marines is to be found in the booklet 
just issued by the publicity bureau of the U.S. Marine 
Corps, New York city, entitled, ‘“‘The Marines, Soldiers 
of the Sea, in Rhyme, Prose and Cartoon.” That the 
compilers aimed to bring the little volume up to date 
is shown by a picture illustrating the landing of the 
marines at Vera Cruz on April 21, 1914. The U.S.S. 
Florida is in the foreground, with the battleship Utah 
and the transport Prairie in the rear, and the old fort 
of San Juan de Ulloa just peeping out at the right. One 
of the finest poems in the collection—one, too, not 
unworthy of Kipling at his best—is “The Four Who 
Died,” by William I’. Kirk, in the New York Evening 
Journal, inspired by the newspaper headline, “Four 
Marines Killed.” 
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_ Medical men of the U.S. Army have been busy in the 
Moro country in the Philippines spreading immunization 
against smallpox among the natives. There have been 
eleven vaccinators in the field in the Department of 
Mindanao and Sulu, the aim being to immunize all who 
will consent to take the treatment. In this stage of 
the natives’ confidence in the white man it has been 
thought better to leave the matter to their consent. 
Hospitals have been established in Dansalan and Cota- 
bato and a fifty-bed hospital will be constructed at once 
in Jolo. Capt. H. F. Pipes, Med. Corps, U.S.A., has 
been in charge of the medical. field in Lanao, and his 
excellent work there contributed materially to the peace 
conditions now prevailing in that long troubled district. 
Besides the Dansalan hospital, he has been superintend- 
ing six éutlying dispensaries, where during eight months 
25,000 treatments were administered. Three of these 
dispensaries in March last registered 3,680 treatments. 
Major Charles Lynch has been in charge of the work in 
Sulu district. He is by sympathy and training adapted 
to the work, as for many years he has been identified 
with public health duties. He was an energetic factor in 


cleaning up Manila fifteen years ago, and until recently. 
was the Army representative of the National Red 
Cross Society. With the new hospital at Jolo as a base, 
the work will be extended to the remote districts, where 
seven ciapsnsarien have already been organized. More 
will be established as fast as they can be manned. The 
Army, Constabulary and various civilian forces are all 
working in harmony to advance this great uplift work 
among the primitive tribes. For years free dispensaries 
have been conducted by lumbermen and planters for the 
benefit of nearby tribesmen who came within their 
influence. The Constabulary has always met local needs 
as best it could with the limited supplies available. The 
various Army garrisons have always been Good Samari- 
tans to the needy. These combined factors have gone a 
long way toward inspiring the confidence of the primitive 
tribesmen and winning them to paths of peace. “With 
the abundant funds now being furnished by the Govern- 
ment, Major Edward L. Munson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
heading the department health work,” said the Mindanao 
Herald recently, “aims to extend this beneficent work 
wherever suitable personnel can be scured to supervise 
the stations. Military commanders have come to recog- 
nize that good doctors and nurses are important factors 
in the establishment of peace conditions and essential 
factors in peace maintenance among primitive people.” 








In the last race of the first series of trials for the 
honor of being selected to defend the America’s Cup 
against Shamrock IV. the yachts Vanitie and Resolute 
started on their seventh contest June 12 off Sandy Hook 
in a fourteen-knot breeze. The Resolute won. The 
times were: Resolute, 2:24:39; Vanitie, 2:26:19. The 
second series will be sailed next week. Capt. “Bill” 
Dennis, of the Vanitie, has been succeeded as captain by 
Capt. Harry Haff, son of the late Capt. Hank Haff, a 
famous skipper of old days. Various reasons are given 
for the retirement of Captain Dennis, including dis- 
satisfaction on his part at supposed “amateur interfer- 
ence,” and similar dissatisfaction on the other side based 
largely on the poor showing made by the Vanitie off 
Sandy Hook. ‘The flag officers’ sloop Resolute had a 
complete change in her rig made on June 15. Her mast 
was changed from the forward to the after step, a longer 
bowsprit was set up, and she will have a double head 
rig instead of a single head rig, which she used in her 
recent races against the Vanitie. In her present condi- 
tion the time allowance which the Resolute received 
from the Vanitie will be reduced from approximately 
three minutes over a thirty-mile course to about a minute. 
The change is a reversion to her original rig, and it was 
stated that it had not been decided whether it would be 
permanent. While the Resolute was on the railway she 
had her underbody scrubbed and a few minor alterations 
made. 








E. J. Splitstone, Leslie’s special representative in 
Mexico, tells us that the hope that the triumph of the 
Constitutionalists will bring peace to the country is a 
dream that deceives no one resident in Mexico and 
familiar with conditions. No government that succeeds 
Huerta can, he says, “stand without the support of the 
United States. This support will be much more effective 
if it is made in the shape of a powerful military demon- 
stration. With this must go a rigorous policy of repres- 
sion against the promoters of unrest and political intrigue. 
This will necessitate doing many things that would not 
be approved of in Princeton. If President Wilson would 
put 200,000 American troops in Mexico under the com- 
mand of officers who were seasoned in Cuba and the 
Philippines and let them alone, the situation would at 
once take on a reassuring aspect. Any policy that does 
not inspire fear in the Mexican heart will not be success- 
ful. The foreign interests are hoping for annexation. 
In that they see the permanent and thorough solution 
of Mexico’s troubles. 
hope in secret that events will force the United States 
to retain permanent possession of their country. I have 
not met one intelligent Mexican who has expressed his 
confidence in the ability of his country to govern itself 
in an effective manner.”

Under the heading of “Our American Friends,’ The 
Navy, the organ of the British Navy League of Great 
Britain, in its June issue says: “It is pleasant to record 
that the most friendly relations exist, and exchange of 
views takes place, between our own Navy League and the 
corresponding organization in the United States. At the 
annual banquet of the United States Navy League in Lon- 
don the honorary treasurer and secretary of the British 
Navy League were the guests of the evening, this being 
the first occasion upon which foreigners nad been honored 
with an invitation to the function. At the New York ban- 
quet of the U.S. Navy League the principal guest was the 
Secretary of the American Navy, and it is instructive 
to observe the frank and fearless way in which he placed 
his views and information relating to the work of his 
Department before the members of the American organi- 
zation. The Navy League of the United States is to be 
congratulated upon this state of affairs. In this country 
at Navy League functions honest, vigorous ‘comment upon 
naval policy is interpreted as being party in character 
and criticism, while admittedly thoughtful and reason- 
able, is but too frequently resented by those whom it 
affects. Things are different in America. The United 
States Navy League spiritedly criticises the policy of 
the American Admiralty, and yet such is the prevailing 
spirit that the Secretary of the Navy defends the Navy 
League from attack in the House of Representatives.”

The annual meeting of the German Navy League at 
Breslau on May 24 was graced by the presence of a 
royal prince and honored by many representatives of 
German naval administration. Admiral von Koester, 
who has been the moving spirit in this great organization 
for so many years, made it clear in his speech that the 
German Navy Law, with all its amendments, “must be 
carried out in the letter and in the spirit by 1920.” The 
demands of the German Navy League as set forth in the 
Admiral’s speech may be thus summarized: (1) Defi- 
ciencies of personnel to be made good; (2) reserve 
formations to be always ready and manned with crews 
at one-half war strength, and not as at present at one- 
quarter; (3) capital ship construction must be continued 
at three ships a year; (4) periods of construction to be 
reduced by six months. An interesting development of

this scheme to watch will be whether the reduction 
of the period of construction by six months will in any 
degree injuriously affect the character of the ships. It 
had been thought that the construction periods, as at 
present arranged, provide for as short a time as possible, 
compatible with completeness and thoroughness in all 
details. ‘To lop off half a year means an increase of 
speed in construction that will be carefully watched 


, by Germany’s rivals. 
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The Secretary of the Navy has addressed letters of 
commendation for gallantry in action’ during the recent 
operations at Vera Cruz to the following men of the U.S. 
Marine Corps, and has in addition directed that they 
be advanced to the next higher rating: Sergt. Tracy 
Baker, Corpl. William S. White, Pvts. Wallace L. 
Harndvious, Carl H. Fullerton, Hiram W. Yant, William 
H. Briggs, John L. Streitenberger and Edward R. 
Bartron. On the occasion when Private Haggerty, of 
the Marine Corps, was mortally wounded, Electrician 3d 
Class Edward A. Gisburne, from the U.S.S. Florida, 
attempted to remove Haggerty to a place of safety, and 
though himself wounded while so doing, continued his 
efforts under fire. The above named men proceeded 
under an effective fire and removed the two wounded 
men to a place of safety, under which they returned to 
their positions, which they held until ordered away. A 
medal of honor has been awarded to Gisburne for the 
conspicuous valor shown by him on this occasion. 
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The Navy Department is now struggling with the 
problem as to the disposition that should be made of an 
officer who is said to be a typhoid germ carrier. He is 
apparently in the best of health and has an excellent 
record, but examination by medical officers indicates that 
his association with officers in the Service has developed 
a number of typhoid cases, these following his assign- 
ment to duty at a station or on a ship. The medical 
officers took every precaution for the sanitation of the 
ship upon which the officer was serving and could find 
no source in which typhoid could originate. Finally 
upon examination of the officer in question it was learned 
that he was infected with typhoid germs. He is now 
taking treatment from specialists in New York with the 
hope that the germs can be expelled from his system. If 
he is not cured of course the Department will be com- 
pelled to retire him, although he is otherwise fit for duty 
and is an excellent officer.

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Since our article on page 1337 concerning Rear Ad- 
miral Frank F. Fletcher, U.S.N., was printed, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy has decided to order Admiral Fletcher 
to Washington in the U.S.S. Dolphin. His staff or a 
number of officers are to accompany him. It has not yet 
been decided whether Admiral Fletcher will return to 
Mexican waters after he is appointed commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet. Advices received at the Navy 
Department June 19 are that the Dolphin, with Rear 
Admiral F. F. Fletcher and staff, will sail from Vera 
Cruz June 20.

A program of the international endurance test which 
is to take place under the patronage of the Belgian 
Minister of War has been received at the War Depart- 
ment. The course extends from Brussels to Ostend, a 
distance of about 500 kilometers, or 300 miles. It is to 
take place from Aug. 21 to 25. The first section, from 
Brussels to Spa, a distance of eighty-five miles, is to be 
done in thirty-six hours. The second section, from Spa 
to Ciney, a distance of thirty-six miles, is to be covered 
in thirteen and a half hours. The time for the third 
section, from Ciney to Ostend, a distance of 157 miles, 
is not fixed. The speed will not count in the first two 
sections, the chief factor being the condition of the horses 
under the time limit. In the third section the speed 
will be the controlling factor. 
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At Christie’s on July 14 will be sold 232 letters written 
by Nelson to Lady Nelson from August, 1785, to Nov. 6, 
1800, when she left him in consequence of his infatuation 
for Lady Hamilton. At the close of 1800 Lady Nelson 
left her husband, saying: “I am sick of hearing of ‘Dear 
Lady Hamilton,’ and am resolved that you shall either 
give up her or me.” ‘The collection contains three letters 
from Lady Nelson, showing that she attempted a recon- 
ciliation. The last letter was sent back to her with 
the envelope briefly marked: “Opened in mistake by 
Lord N., but not read.” 
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The House on June 15 passed S.J. Res. 29, amended 
to read as follows: “Resolved, etc., That the President 
of the United States be, and is hereby, authorized to 
designate an officer of the Corps of Engineers, retired, 
U.S. Army, to act as a member of the New Jersey and 
New York Joint Harbor Line Commission; Provided, 
That no expense shall accrue to the United States by 
reason of such appointment, and the officer designated 
may receive such compensation for his services on said 
commission as may be provided by the states aforesaid.”

Commodore Wallace was born in Tennessee Nov. 7, 1835, 
and admitted to the U.S. Naval Academy in 1852. He 
served on board the St. Lawrence, of the Brazilian 
Squadron, after leaving the Academy, and later was on 
board the Crusader and also the Constellation, of the 


Mediterranean Squadron. His Civil War record was a 
particularly brilliant one. He participated in both 
attacks on Fort Fisher, and also that on Fort Jackson. 
At the close of hostilities he was assigned to various 
posts ashore, and in 1887 was made commandant of the 
Washington Navy Yard. In 1888 he was appointed a 
member of the Naval Examining Board, and for a year 
following his retirement from the Navy was on special 
duty as a member of the Lighthouse Board. He was 
also commandant of the naval station at Newport, R.I. 
Commodore Wallace had a sea service of seventeen years 
and ten months and a shore duty of twenty-five years and 
five months. He was placed on the retired list Nov. 7, 
1897, on attaining the age of sixty-two years. He is 
survived by three children: Mrs. L. A. Ewald, Mrs. 
Theodora Pleadwell, whose husband, Dr. Frank Plead- 
well, is a surgeon in the U.S. Navy, and Capt. Rush 
Wallace, U.S.M.C. 


Med. Dir. George P. Bradley, U.S.N., retired, died at 
his home in South Lancaster, Mass., June 12, 1914, at 
noon, of heart trouble, age sixty-five years five months 
and nine days. He leaves a widow and two brothers. 
Medical Director Bradley, who ranked as captain, was 
born in Maine Jan. 3, 1849, and was appointed an 
assistant surgeon in the Navy Sept. 7, 1870. He had a 
sea service of eleven years and five months and a shore 
duty of twenty-one years and one month. He was retired 
for incapacity resulting from physical disability incident 
to the Service June 15, 1907. His sea service was mostly 
in vessels of the old Navy, and included the Severn, 
Hartford, Alliance, Mohican, Wabash and the modern 
Indiana. He reached the grade of passed assistant 
surgeon in 1874, surgeon 1883, medical inspector in 1897, 
and medical director in 1900. He was in charge of the 
Naval Hospital, Mare Island, Cal., from April 28, 1897, 
to Oct. 9, 1900; served in charge of the Naval Museum 
of Hygiene, Washington, D.C., from Nov. 15, 1900, to 
April 1, 1903; at the Naval Hospital, Washington, D.C., 
from April 1, 1903, to Oct. 15, 1905, and at the navy 
yard, Portsmouth, N.H., with additional duty in command 
of the naval hospital at that place, from Oct. 18, 1905, 
to June 25, 1907, this being his last active duty. “Medical 
Director Bradley,” writes a correspondent, “was a most 
genial and lovable man, a great favorite with his brother 
officers and in the Service generally. In the hospital 
and among the sick the men were devoted to him. He 
was a great student, an excellent Greek and Latin 
scholar, and spoke French, German and Italian. He had 
a large and valuable library. Friends galore, and enemies 
none.” Dr. Bradley married Annie FE. Farmer, of Port- 
land, Me., who survives him, as do his brothers, Alexander 
Stuart Bradley, a lawyer in Chicago, and Daniel W. 
Bradley, of Denver, Colo. Following the funeral June 
Ls the burial was in Evergreen Cemetery, in Portland, 
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Capt. Frank Clifton Lander, U.S.M.C., died suddenly 
at the U.S. Navy Hospital, Gray’s Ferry road, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., at 9:40 a.m. June 14, 1914. Captain 
Lander was born in Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 7, 1876. 
His boyhood days were spent in Indianapolis, Ind., where 
he passed through the public schools and joined the 
Mayflower Congregational Church, finished his education 
at Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind., and the State 
University of Arkansas, his college fraternity being the 
Phi Delta Theta. Captain Lander entered the Service 
by appointment from Indiana in 1900. He was selected 
as the junior officer of the battalion ordered to China in 
the Boxer troubles, under command of Major (now 
Colonel) Dickens. From China to Cavite, P.I., then the 
Island of Guam, then to the States, recruiting duty at 
Portland, Ore., with the guard at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, on the U.S.S. Columbia when ordered to convey 
the remains of the Mexican Minister to Mexico, and 
went to Mexico City; in command of the marine guard 
on the U.S.S. Delaware when first placed in commission ; 
again to the Philippines for duty at Olongapo, returning 
to the States in February, 1912, was ordered to Guan- 
tanamo with the expeditionary force, trouble with Mexico 
being imminent at that time. In June the same year 
he was ordered to the Philippines. He returned to the 
States in November, 1913; stationed at Mare Island, 
Cal. ; ordered to Washington, D.C.; then placed in com- 
mand of the Pittsburgh recruiting station, until three 
weeks ago, when ordered for duty at the League Island 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia. ‘He died,” writes a corre- 


spondent, “as he would have wished, on duty; a born 
soldier, from a soldier family, whose preceding genera- 
tions have been represented in the War of the Rebellion, 
War of 1812, Revolutionary War and the French and 
Indian wars; a descendant of Elder William Brewster

ang Richard Warren, of the Mayflower Pilgrims. 
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was married in 1904 to Margaret Carroll, of Northamp- 
ton, Mass., and recently they celebrated their tenth 
anniversary. His was a brilliant career cut off in its 
prime. He is survived by his widow, his parents, William 
F. Lander and Emma J. Lander, residing at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., and five brothers, Percy W., Roswell S., Frederick 
J., Charles A., and Robert V. Lander. The interment 
was made at the Arlington National Cemetery Tuesday, 
June 16, with full military honors and Episcopal burial 
service.”

Col. Henry Orville Clark, U.S.V., who served with the 
13th Vermont Volunteers in the Civil War, died suddenly 
June 7, 1914, at East Orange, N.J., of heart trouble. 
Colonel Clark was appointed colonel A.D.C. on Governor 
Ormsbee’s staff. He took an active part in the dedication 
of the state monument at Gettysburg and he was a 
leading member of the Lafayette Post, G.A.R., of New 
York city. He was a promoter of the soldiers’ monument 
of the 13th Vermont at Milton and was chairman of the 
general committee. In 1878 he was married at Milton 
to Kate Clark Rixford, who survives him with three 
daughters: Mrs. BE. S. Isham, of Burlington, and the 
Misses Klara and Elsie Clark, of East Orange. The 
remains were buried with military honors at Lake View 
Cemetery, Burlington, Vt., June 10. Veterans were 
present from Vergennes, Colchester, Montpelier, North- 
field and Baltimore, Md. ‘The body bearers were six 
policemen and the honorary bearers were Gen. Theodore 
S. Peck, the Hon. John H. Lyon and George D. Wright, 
of his regiment, of Colchester; A. G. Whittemore, U. 
A. Woodbury, C. S. Palmer, Robert Roberts and Dr. 
W. S. Vincent, of Burlington. Colonel Clark was a 
most enthusiastic member of the Society of the Army 
of the Potomac. 


Mrs. Eugenie LeGrand Cameron Platt, wife of Mr. 
Allen Hemingway Platt, of New York and New Haven, 
and youngest daughter of the late Gen. and Mrs. Francis 
Hawks Cameron, of North Carolina and Virginia, died 
at Shanghai, China, on May 14, in the twenty-third year 
of her age. Mrs. Platt was the sister of Capt. Francis 
H. Cameron, U.S.A., and of Mrs. Charles Burnett, of 
the American Embassy at Tokio, of Mrs. George H. 
Paine and Mrs. Arthur J. Hanlon. She leaves a little 
son, Alexander S. Cameron Wadsworth, four years of 
age. Mrs. Platt had just arrived in the Far East by 
the Empress of Russia to join Mr. Platt in Shanghai. 
The remains will be taken to Virginia for interment. 

Mr. Bennet Burleigh, oldest and most widely known 
of war correspondents, died at London, England, June 
17, 1914. He was born in Glasgow seventy-five years 
ago.. Mr. Burleigh fought in the American Civil War 
with the Confederates and was twice wounded. He was 
also captured and was twice sentenced to death and twice 
broke from prison, once after some adventures on board 
a Lake Erie steamboat which he had seized with some 
comrades. As a war correspondent he acted in the fol- 
lowing campaigns: The Egyptian war of 1884, the French 
campaign in Madagascar, the Ashanti expedition, the 
Spanish Riff campaign, the Turko-Greek war, the Atbara 
expedition, the South African war, the Somaliland war, 
the Russo-Japanese war, the Italian campaign in Tripoli 
and the Balkan war. As special correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph Mr. Burleigh wrote vivid descriptions 
of innumerable battles. 

Mrs. Caroline Morrill Johnson, mother of the late 
Frank S. Johnson, former regent of the University of 
California, and a member of a pioneer California family, 
died at Berkeley, Cal., June 8, 1914, after a lingering 
illness, at the home of her daughter, Mrs. Henry Glass, 
widow of Rear Admiral Glass, U.S.N. Mrs. Johnson 
was eighty years of age. A descendant of a family 
prominent in the affairs of the Revolution, Mrs. Johnson 
went to California as a bride in 1852, making the journey 
across the Isthmus of Panama, where a local revolution 
was then raging. After a most perilous trip Mrs. John- 
son and her husband settled in Sacramento, where the 
latter was one of the owners of the Old Charles Minturn 
Steamship Line. Mr. Johnson died thirty years ago. 
Mrs. Johnson went to Berkeley to reside with her daugh- 
ter three years ago. She was a native of Belfast, Me. 
Besides her daughter, Mrs. Glass, she is survived by three 
grandchildren—F rank S. Glass, Frank H. Johnson and 
Gordon I. Johnson. The body of Mrs. Johnson was 
placed beside that of her son-in-law, Admiral Glass, in 
the tomb at Mountain View Cemetery.

Col. James D. Bell is one of the best 
known Grand Army men in the state, and is also well 
known beyond its borders. He has been a national officer 
in the order, and has held the position of Police Commis- 
sioner of Brooklyn and other offices. Colonel Bell’s war 
service began when he enlisted on Oct. 1, 1861, and 
served for nearly three years and nine months. He was 
honorably discharged as a first sergeant on June 26, 1865. 
He enlisted as a private in Troop B, ist N.Y. Mounted 
Rifles, at New York, for three years’ service. On Nov. 
14, 1862, at Zuni Bridge, Va., he was wounded, but 
continued to serve until his enlistment expired. He 
re-enlisted as a veteran volunteer at Yorktown, Va., on 
Feb. 1, 1864. For a short time he was a prisoner of war 
in Salisbury, N.C., and when he was discharged he was 
a first sergeant in Troop BP. 


Mrs. Florence Earl Lounsbury, widow of Lieut. Robert 
Lee Lounsbury, has just received from West Point a 
handsome bronze memorial tablet. It is twelve by eighteen 
inches in size. On the upper corners are the dates of 
Lieutenant Lounsbury’s birth and graduation from West 
Point, surrounded by wreaths of oak and laurel, and 
between them the insignia of the Army. The inscription 
below is as follows: “Robert Lee Lounsbury, Lieutenant, 
1st Cavalry, U.S. Army. Killed while saving another’s 
life at Yellowstone Park, Wyo., Oct. 2, 1912. Brected 
by his classmates.” Below the inscription is a troop of 
Cavalry in action, in relief. The tablet is to be inserted 
in the family monument in the cemetery at Lake Mills, 
Wis. A similar tablet has been prepared in commemora- 
tion of the death of Lieut. Lewis Rockwell, of the Avia- 
tion Corps, of the same class (1907), who was killed at 
Takoma Park, D.C., four days before the accident by 
which Lieutenant Lounsbury lost his life. 
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A son was born June 17 to the wife of Lieut. H. G. 
Fuller, U.S.N.

At the present time he is one 
of the world’s authorities on this subject. 

Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., on June 9 re- 
signed as president of the Great Republic Life Insurance 
Company at Los Angeles, Cal., and State Insurance 
Commissioner E. C. Cooper was chosen his successor.

The eldest child and son, John 
Cable Morse, graduated from the Massachusetts School 
of Technology in Boston, taking his degree in civil 
engineering, and his work was of such high order that 
he was offered and has accepted for next year an assistant 
professorship in that branch at “Tech.,” an unusual 
honor for a graduate. Miss Jessie Morse was graduated 
from the University of Illinois in literature and art, 
having spent four years in the University. Benjamin 
Clarke Morse, jr., graduated from Shortridge High 
School, Indianapolis, after having entered late last fall 
in the senior class, and not only did he successfully com- 
plete his work, but he took part in the school athletics 
and was awarded three handsome medals of gold, one for 
first place in the 220-yard dash, one in the 100-yard 


_ dash and ene for pole vaulting. The youngest child and 


daughter, Miss Harriet Morse, will be graduated next 
January from Shortridge High School. Lieutenant 
Colonel Morse is a member of the class of 1884, West 
Point, and Mrs. Morse graduated from Wellesley College. 
The family has had the usual Army experiences of tours 
of duty in the Philippines and Cuba and the various 
posts in the States, which makes the success of the record 
of the sons and daughters all the more remarkable. 


The honorary degree of doctor of science was conferred 
upon Brig. Gen. William C. Gorgas, Surgeon General, 
U.S.A., at the commencement exercises of Princeton 
University on June 16. He was warmly greeted. In 
presenting General Gorgas for his degree Dean Andrew 
West, of the Princeton Graduate School, said: “William 
Crawford Gorgas, since 1880 in the medical service of 
the United States and now Surgeon General of the U.S. 
Army. As health officer in Havana after the Spanish 
War he was the first to apply the discovery, there and 
then made, of the cause of yellow fever to the complete 
prevention of that disease, and as health officer of the 
Panama Canal he has rendered the Isthmus as salubrious 
for laborers as most places in the temperate zone. He 
has devised a practical general plan for preventing and 
combating tropical diseases, one of the few most notable 
achievements of sanitation in modern history, and he 
worthily caps the long series begun ages ago by the Greek 
Empedocles in cleansing the harbor of Agrigentum, boldly 
altering the conditions of nature to make the world more 
wholesome for man.” Another degree, that of doctor 
of laws, was conferred on General Gorgas at the Yale 
University commencement on June 17. In presenting 
General Gorgas for his degree Wilbur L. Cross, professor 
of English literature in the Sheffield Scientific School of 
the Yale University, paid a high tribute, saying that it 
was needless to rehearse a career the whole world has 
honored by degrees, medals, memberships in scientific 
associations and by public acclaim. “To General Gorgas,” 
it was said, “has been allotted the extreme distinction of 
having fhe story of his achievements become current 
history. Of old this came to conquerors who left blood 
and slaughter in their trail; it has come to General 
Gorgas for the unnumbered lives he has saved.” 


Major Teter M. Boehm, U:S.A., died at his residence, 
7310 Princeton avenue, Chicago, Ill., on June 14, 1914. 
He died of heart failure, after being confined to his bed 
for about two weeks. He was the holder of a Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor for most distinguished gallantry 
in action at Dinwiddie Court House, Va., March 31, 
1865. While acting as aid to General Custer he took 
a flag from the hands of the color bearer riding in front 
of a line that was being driven back by the enemy, and 
under a heavy fire he rallied the men, reformed the line 
and repulsed the charge. At that time Major Boehm 
was serving as a second lieutenant in the 15th New York 
Volunteer Cavalry. Major Boehm entered the Army 


July 8, 1858, in the general mounted service, and was 
discharged March 1, 1865, when he was appointed a 
second lieutenant of the 15th N.Y. Volunteer Cavalry. 
He was appointed second lieutenant, 4th U.S. Cavalry, 
May 1, 1866. He remained with the 4th Cavalry until 
March, 1878, when he was retired for wounds in the line 
of duty. He was advanced to major on the retired list 
for Civil War service April 23, 1904. 
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G.C.M. AT HONOLULU. 


An unusual trial by G.C.M. of enlisted men of the 
Army was recently concluded at Schofield Barracks, 
Honolulu, H.T., when no less than twelve out of thirteen 
recruits of the 25th U.S. Infantry were found guilty of 
conspiracy and assault and were each sentenced to ten 
years’ confinement at the military prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas., with loss of pay and dishonorable discharge. 

The men convicted are Musician J. E. Johnson, Pvts. 
Walter Agee, Ernest G. Goosby, Edgar Hunter, Lawrence 
Jacobs, Pierce Lane, Charlie Porter, Edward Ricketts, 
James A. Wiley, George Willis and David Yates, all of 
Company H, and Musician Jack Dusang, of Company G. 
These were found guilty of conspiring to “do up” a 
number of white soldiers in Honolulu during carnival 
week. According to the evidence adduced at the trial 
the men convicted plotted to waylay and assault every 
white soldier that they found about the streets. In the 
evidence it was shown that the direct cause of the trouble 
was the fact that the colored soldiers believed they were 
being discriminated against in the Iwilei district, where- 
upon these men from the 25th Infantry became revengeful 
and threatened to demolish several of the houses there. 

The men managed to carry out part of their program, 
and seven white soldiers were beaten up, one after the 
other, by the gang of the 25th. The police took a hand 
in the affair when conditions had reached this stage, and 
the thirteen accused men were locked up and duly ordered 
to trial before a G.C.M. The Honolulu Advertiser in 
referring to the case says, in part: 

“A most painstaking and exhaustive examination of 
the various witnesses was made; the transcript of testi- 
mony alone comprised 1,600 pages. The case for the 
defense was ably handled by Lieut. Matthew A. Palen, 
25th U.S. Inf., a brilliant lawyer, at one time connected 
with the Salt Lake Railway’s legal staff. The case for 
the Government was equally ably handled by Lieut. G. 
V. Packer, Ist U.S. Inf., an officer also of considerable 
legal ability. The bulk of the evidence against the 
accused was worked up by the veterans of the 25th, who 
were determined to clear their regiment of the disgrace 
they felt had been brought upon it. 

“The court-martial sat every day between May 1 and 
May 11 and a number of witnesses were examined. It 
was stated in military circles that the sentences imposed, 
although seemingly heavy, will have a salutary effect 
upon the balance of the recruits that have been sent to 
the 25th. Among the enlisted men and the non-commis- 
sioned officers who have felt keenly the notoriety that 
the regiment has been brought into of late, owing to 
these recruits, the sentence is looked upon as a just one 
and will serve to rid the regiment of these undesirables, 
and, in the eyes of the people here, restore this famous 
regiment to the high standard that it has always main- 
tained in its respect for law and order, for which it is 
noted all over the United States. The ‘old timers’ of 
the 25th, who have their regiment’s honor at heart, feel 
that the convicted men have had as fair a trial as anyone 
— desire and their guilt has been proved beyond a 
Gcoubt.” 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that the Chief of the Q.M. 
Corps, U.S.A., has no authority to approve, much less 
to direct, payments from a state’s allotment of funds 
appropriated under Sec. 1661, Rev. Stat., and his action 
was intended as, and amounted to, nothing more than a 
certification as to the amount of mileage paid by an 
officer of the Army in making Militia inspections, in 
excess of his legal allowance, and a transmittal of the 
account to the Auditor for such action as he might deem 
proper. 

It is decided that Leo A. Ketterer, chief yeoman, 
U.S.N., is not entitled to the one-fourth additional pay 
claimed, as his detention in the Service appears to have 
been on account of his sickness and the attempted exteti- 
sion of his enlistment, and not because it was essential 
to the public interests within the meaning of Sec. 1422, 
Rev. Stat., as amended. 

Regt. Sergt. George A. Mayer, U.S.A., retired, was 
convicted by G.C.M. of the larceny of $870.05, funds of 
post exchange at Fort McPherson, Ga., and sentenced “to 
forfeit $50 per month for the period of one year and 
thereafter to suffer a stoppage of $50 per month to re- 
imburse the post exchange.’”’ The Comptroller holds that 
as indebtedness to the post exchange is indebtedness to 
the Government it must have precedence of the forfeiture, 
and he holds that the sentence stands as if it merely read 
“to forfeit $50 per month for the period of one year.” 
There is no pay for the forfeiture to run against until 
the Government is paid.

Capt. Harrie F. Reed, 2d Field Art., U.S.A., who has 
resigned from the Army, is a native of New York, and 
was appointed a second lieutenant in the Artillery Corps 
of the Army after previously serving as a first sergeant 
and second lieutenant in the 201st N.Y. Volunteers.

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Former Capt. Ernest E. West, of the U.S.M.C., recently 
dismissed after trial by G.C.M. for conduct unbecoming 
an officer, shot himself in a hotel at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
June 15. The bullet was fired into his head, and doctors 
say he has a chance to recover, though he will probably 
be blind. Before shooting himself he mailed letters to 
Atlanta stating his life was ruined, and these letters were 
received just as the telegraph brought the news of his 
attempt at suicide. Three years ago he had trouble with 
his wife and she divorced him. Six months ago he went 
to Atlanta on leave and attempted to see his little son. 
There was trouble and West was arrested on a charge 
of attempt to murder preferred by his former wife’s 
mother. He gave bond and returned to his post in Wash- 
ington state. He asked for retirement, but this was 
refused and he was tried by court-martial because of the 
Atlanta escapade and dismissed from service. “I have 
been greatly wronged,” he says in one letter. “I am not 
morally bad. But, my God, a man can be killed, and I 
have been. The court which tried me first acquitted me 
and then changed its decision for some unknown reason, 
and Secretary Daniels with his new policy finished me. 
I lost the income on $50,000, my health is bad and life 
is impossible.”

regimental commander. It was also alleged that during an 
official investigation made by Capt. Duncan K. Major, jr., 
18th Inf., judge advocate of a G.C.M. for the trial of an 
officer, when Lieutenant Burt was shown what purported to be 
his signatures and asked if they were his, falsely replied that 
they were. 

_ The court found him guilty of the charge and the specifica- 
tions, and he was sentenced to be dismissed from the service 
of the United States. The President, after reviewing the pro- 
ceedings under date of May 29, 1914, commuted the sentence 
in the following order: 

The White House, Washington, May 29, 1914. 

In the foregoing case of 2d Lieut. James D. Burt, 26th 
Inf., the sentence is approved. I am not convinced that the 
accused has shown that disregard of his word such as calls 
for the punishment of dismissal. In this view the Secretary 
of War concurs. The sentence is commuted to a reduction of 
113 files in military rank, so that the name of 2d Lieut. 
James D. Burt, 26th Inf., will hereafter appear next below 
that of 2d Lieut.

ee Set Publishes the provisions of the act of Congress mak- 
ing appropriations for the support of the Army for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1915, approved April 27, 1914, which 
provides, among other things, that the reviewing authority may 
suspend the execution of a sentence of dishonorable discharge 
until the soldier’s release from confinement; but the order 
of suspension may be vacated at any time and the execution 
of the dishonorable discharge directed by the officer having 
general court-martial jurisdiction over the command in which 
the soldier is held, or by the Secretary of War: And provided 
further, That the authorized enlisted strength of the Army and 
of organizations thereof shall be exclusive of soldiers under 
sentences which include confinement and dishonorable dis- 
charge. 

2. Reviewing authorities in approving sentences of general 
court-martial may, whenever the character of the offense for 
which the sentence is imposed and the facts developed by the 
evidence indicate that there is a probability of reclaiming the 
soldier to honorable service, suspend, until e soldier's re- 
lease from confinement, the execution of that part of the sen- 
tence providing for dishonorable discharge. Should it subse- 
quently develop that the soldier’s retention in the service is 
not warranted, the authority having general court-martial juris- 
diction over the command in which the soldier is held will 
vacate the order directing a suspension of that part of the sen- 
tence providing for dishonorable discharge and direct that dis- 
honorable discharge immediately issue. 5 

3. The form of order of suspension will be “the execution 
of that portion of the sentence imposing dishonorable discharge 
is suspended until the soldier’s release from confinement, unless 
sooner ordered by competent authority.” 

4. The object in seeking the legislation quoted in Par. 1 
of this order was to further the plan of giving soldiers con- 
victed of purely military offenses an opportunity to reclaim 
themselves and gain restoration to the colors through service 
in disciplinary companies. Reviewing authorities will aid in 
the accomplishment of this object by discriminating action 
in passing upon sentences. Members of a court-martial may 
properly recommend, in a communication made separately but 
forwarded to the reviewing authority with the record, that sen- 
tence of dishonorable discharge be suspended. 

5. A soldier who has been sentenced to dishonorable dis- 
charge and in whose case the execution of the dishonorable 
discharge has been suspended will continue to be carried on 
the rolls of his organization. Soldiers so carried will be in 
addition to the authorized strength. 

II.—Sec. 2, Par. II., G.O. 22, War D., 1914, relating to 
the eligibility of enlisted men of the Coast Artillery Corps for 
certain ratings, is amended to read as follows: 

2. Only sergeants, corporals and privates, who are first-class 
gunners, are eligible for the ratings mentioned in this order. 
While holding one of those ratings they will be required to 
requalify as first-class gunners at the prescribed intervals and 
will not be detailed as mess sergeants or on extra duty, nor 
on special duty except when in the performance of such special 
parr bend are under the immediate orders of their company com- 
manders.

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Major Evan M. Johnson, U.S.A., will be succeeded as 
secretary of the Infantry Association and editor of the 
Infantry Journal by Col. W. P. Evans, U.S.A., retired. 





The change has become necessary as the result of the 


field officers’ detached service law, which relieves Major 
Johnson from duty with the Division of Militia Affairs. 
During his year and a half work as editor of the Infantry 
Journal Major Johnson has made a very commendable 
record, not only in the high character of the editorials 
in the Journal, but in the financial management of the 
publication, which under his direction has gotten out 
of debt and is now in a very prosperous condition. The 
choice of his successor marks an important change 
in the policy of the Journal. A retired officer has been 
selected as editor of the paper so that it may not be 
necessary to make changes in the staff of the paper 
because of their changes of stations. Colonel Evans, who 
was formerly in the Infantry, has served a tour of duty 
on the General Staff and is well known in Washington. 
Hie is especially equipped for his new duties, and the 
Journal will doubtless prosper in his hands. Major 
James W. McAndrew, who is to be relieved from the 
War College, will be succeeded as member of the executive 
council of the Infantry Association by Major William P. 
Jackson, of the Inspector General’s Department. 


A Panama despatch reports that the merchants of 
Panama, at a large meeting held June 18, decided to send 
a committee of three to Washington to lay before Presi- 
dent Wilson a request that he prevent in the future an 
abuse of the canal commissary privilege. The committee 
will probably leave Panama on July 1 in an effort to 
obtain the support of American manufacturers in their 
movement. The merchants say that the privilege has 
been greatly abused, and that the commissary department 
is selling supplies to foreign ships to the detriment of 
Panama’s commercial interests. 
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Twenty-one candidates will probably take the examina- 
tion for the Army Medical Corps on July 13. The 


successful candidates will be permitted to enter the Army 
Medical School next October, from which they will 
graduate to the corps. 
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OUR DUTY TOWARD MEXICO. 


From Niagara Falls have come daily speculations as to 
whether Huerta will resign, or whether he will be satis- 
fied with the appointment of a successor named by him; 
whether the Constitutionalists will accept mediation, and 
so forth. In the meantime we read in the Review of 
Reviews for June an article by a very competent authority 
who knows Huerta personally, to the effect that he is 
merely playing with our President and with the people 
of the United States; that he has accepted mediation 
partly to please his European friends and partly to gain 
time, reserving to himself the right at any time to with- 
draw from the conference and to tell the United States 
to go to a place even hotter than Mexico, in which case, 
should hostilities ensue, he expects to have a full support 
from the followers of Carranza, Villa and Zapata. Also 
we hear from Vera Cruz that the attitude of hostility 
of the Mexican army in front of our small force in Vera 
Cruz is not to be ignored; that constant attempts are 
made to cut our lines of communication, the armistice 
being one only in name; our aeroplanes being fired at, 
ete. But no recruits or material of war are allowed by 
our Government to be taken to Vera Cruz, in spite of 
the fact that the average strength of our companies of 
Infantry there is not much more than forty men. 

The occupation of Vera Cruz was supposed by most 
military onlookers to have been largely designed to pre- 
vent a shipment of arms to Mexico City; that the other 
ports of that republic, very few in number, would be 
blockaded. The country was astounded to hear later that 
this had not been done, and later that the ,very shipment 
of arms which was intercepted at Vera Cruz had been 
allowed to land at Puerto Mexico, together with other 
numerous invoices of ammunition and military supplies 
to that and other points. In spite of the fact that the 
Carranzistas in case of hostilities are likely to turn 
against us, we have threatened to fight rather than allow 
the Huerta government to prevent military supplies being 
delivered to the Carranzistas at Tampico. Following the 
nomenclature of our “Army of Intervention” in 1898, 
and our “Army of Cuban Pacification’ in 1907, the Vera 
Cruz force has béen rightly dubbed the “Army of Mexican 
dxasperation.” 

It is said that Vera Cruz is to be held as a “guarantee” 
with which to bring the Mexicans to terms. Our people 
forget that in 1846 we tried to get the Mexicans to treat 
—after the capture of Matamoras, after the battle of 
Monterey, after the capture of Puebla, and finally after 
the battles of Contreras and Churubusco, when the Amer- 
ican Army had arrived at the gates of Mexico City. 
The Mexicans were then always ready to treat, because 
by this means they gained time and were able to fortify, 
to reinforce their armies, to manufacture and import 
ammunition and guns, and to make preparations for an 
obstinate resistance. 

But the Mexicans never will make a treaty of peace, 
nor seriously promise to bring about the reforms that we 
demand, unless their concessions are “guaranteed” by 
the capture by us of their seat of government. History 
shows it; the Mexican character shows it; the conditions 
that exist in Mexico show it. Every thousand rounds 
of ammunition that they receive means the wounding or 
death of an American soldier; every rifle or machine-gun 
that they receive means a more prolonged resistance, 
and every day that they are given means an increase of 
the obstacles that we shall encounter in ending this 
frightful state of disorder and destruction. 

In the meantime the interior of Mexico has been 
turned into a shambles. The contending armies continue 
to murder their prisoners. The property and capital of 
foreigners who have brought a certain degree of civiliza- 
tion to Mexico are rapidly disappearing. The people of 
Mexico are reverting to their condition during the sixty 
long years of warfare which existed prior to the accession 
of Diaz, and which made them a nation of bandits and of 
assassins. Years will elapse before the Mexican peon 
will forget his role of plunderer and murderer. 

The intervention of the United States in Mexico would 
not be a “war.” It would be an act of humanity. It 
would be the use of a police force to stop murder and 


robbery. It can be justified as being a duty we owe to 
the world; as a logical outcome of our attitude of 
“friendly” interference in the domestic affairs of our 


neighboring republic. 

When we took Vera Cruz the people of the United 
States believed that it was the first act of intervention. 
It was acquiesced in, and we were fully ready to carry 
it to its logical conclusion. The fact that we have 
acquiesced in mediation has been claimed by some of our 
enemies to be a proof of cowardice. It is not; but it 
behooves us to consider at the present moment whether 
we can endure the present situation much longer without 
being open in the pages of history to the serious charge 
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of having failed in our duty in maintaining the prestige 
and honor of our country. 

’ Alfred Curphey, an Englishman resident in Mexico, 
calls attention in the Nineteenth Century and After to the 
mistake that is made in dealing with Mexico as though 
it were a Latin country, instead of being, as it is, an 
Indian country, sixty-five per cent. of the population 
being of pure Indian blood, possessing all the charac- 
teristics of the original North American Indian, and 
wishing to be allowed to live out their own existence 
in their own way, not caring who governs the country 
and not wanting the white man’s civilization. These 
Indians cannot be looked upon as a factor in national 
matters. They are compelled to military service, and in 
various ways made to serve tue government against their 
will. 

From those composing the twenty per cent. of mixed 
Indian and white (chiefly Spanish) blood come the 
Politician-—the Agitator—the Revolutionist—the Govern- 
ment. They in no way represent the industries or in- 
terests of the country, and are in no way concerned 
at the losses suffered when the country is in a state of 
revolution as the result of their continual fighting among 
themselves. They furnish a large number of government 
employees and the officers of the army. 

It is upon the remaining fifteen per cent. of white 
Mexicans and foreigners that Mexico must depend for 
any progress it may make, and it is precisely this class 
whose interests we have ignored, compelling foreigners, so 
far as it was in our power to do so, to flee the country. 
There is no hope for Mexico without them. Why should 
Mexico be the only country on the American continent 
governed by Indians? Indian rule has succeeded nowhere 
else, and it cannot succeed in Mexico. 

The Englishman referred to asserts that the Spaniards 
were not really driven out of the country, as the Mexicans 
contend. ‘They were simply tired of dealing with the 
continued obstinacy and treachery of the Indian, and 
convinced of the impossibility of making a nation out 
of so hopeless a race. 

“The Indians have continued fighting among them- 
selves ever since, with the exception of intervals when 
powerful leaders such as Yturbide and Santa Anna (of 
pure white blood) and Porfirio Diaz (supposedly one- 
eighth Indian) have succeeded in dominating. During 
these intervals industries would start up and thrive with 
the introduction of foreign capital and energy ; but when 
evidences of age crept upon the leaders then the agitators 
(the twenty per cent.) would rise with cries of ‘Down 
with the Dictator’—-‘Death to Tyranny,’ and the like; 
either murdering (as in the case of Yturbide)—or ex- 
pelling them the country, as in the cases of Santa Anna 
and Porfirio Diaz. Indeed all Mexicans who have served 
their country well seem to have been expelled from it— 
and practically all prominent ones are obliged to live out 
of it.” 

This observer contends that the difficulty of “cleaning 
house” for the Mexicans is greatly overestimated, in 
proof of which he ¢ites the experience of Cortez; the 
control Spain so long exercised with small armies of 
occupation; the accomplishment of a mere handful of 
Texans in securing their independence; the capture 
of Vera Cruz by 3,000 French marines in 1838, and 
finally the victories of Scott and Taylor against over- 
whelming odds. 'The Maximilian Empire was established 
in 1864 with less than 30,000 French soldiers, and might 
have continued until this day had not the United States 
interfered. 
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CENTENNIAL OF PEACE WITH ENGLAND. 

There is a grave danger that the proposed celebration 
of the centennial of peace with Great Britain instead of 
promoting good feeling, will have precisely the opposite 
effect, so far as Canada is concerned. Our neighbor 
across the Great Lakes has been making extensive 
preparations for celebrating the event, counting upon a 
co-operative movement from this side of the border. So 
far our Government at Washington has taken no action, 
and unless it does so Canada, as we are assured by those 
having charge of the matter on behalf of the Canadian 
committee, will rescind its action. This will necessarily 
result in the feeling of mortification on the part of 
Canada such as follows the rejection of a friendly hand 
held out in greeting. 

The following is from the Congressional Record of 
June 15 and shows the attitude of Congress in the matter: 

The next business on the Calendar for Unanimous 
Consent was the bill (H.R. 13922), to approve of the 
celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the treaty of Ghent between the United States 
of America and Great Britain and Ireland, and of the 
century of peace and amity between the United States 
and other nations. 

The bill was read. 

The Speaker: Is there objection? 

Mr. Donovan: Mr. Speaker-—— 

Mr. Mann: I object. 

The Speaker: The gentleman from Illinois objects. 

Mr. Donovan: Delighted. 

The Speaker: Likewise the gentleman from Connecti- 
eut [Mr. Donovan]. The bill will be stricken from the 
calendar. 
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Five lieutenants in the Marine Corps are being held 
up for promotion on account of the illness of Lieut. 
Lovick P. Pinkston, under the new policy of the Navy 


in delaying department promotions until the senior officer 
in the grade has passed his examinations. This has 
completely changed the system of promotion in the corps. 








THE NAVY PLUCKING BOARD. 

In preparing its recommendations for the officers to 
be selected out under the Personnel law, the Navy pluck- 
ing board is going over the record of every officer in the 
Navy from captain down to the grade of lieutenant. The 
records are being carefully marked by the members of 
the board and each member has prepared his list of those 
who he thinks should be retired under the law. At a 
recent meeting of the board these lists were compared, 
and it was decided to recommend the retirement of the 
officers whose names appear on all or almost all of the 
lists. The board has adjourned and is now going over 
the records of those who have been recommended for 
retirement by more than one member of the board. It 
is understood that the board has decided to be guided 
almost entirely by the official record of the officers under 
its consideration. Even this system will hardly prove 
satisfactory, as some of the most efficient officers in 
the Navy are in danger of being plucked on the face 
of their records, including one of the officers who was 
conspicuous for his bravery and skill in handling his 
command at Vera Cruz. On their official records some 
of the officers of the Navy most efficient as commanders 
would be retired by the plucking board. As one officer 
remarked, “What chance would John Paul Jones have 
if his official record were scanned by the plucking board 
under the system by which it is understood officers are 
to be selected out? According to reliable information 
John Paul Jones would have been court-martialed a great 
many times for flagrant violations of the new prohibition 
order of the Navy Department. There are a number of 
other great commanders whose names are always men- 
tioned when the story of the great achievements of the 
Navy is written whose official record would mark them 
for retirement under the system which it is reported 
the plucking board is following.” 

In his.statement before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on the subject of his retirement by the “Plucking 
Board,” Commodore Ten Eyck De Witt Veeder said: 
“The injustice of which I complain is that other officers 
on the captains’ list had records showing less efficiency 
than did mine; the result being to retire one not the 
least efficient, as is required by the law. I claim also 
that there was an incomplete comparison of the captains’ 
records—indeed no comparison was made for purposes 
of selection. Out of more than 700, not more than 100 
or 125 records were sent for by the board. Further, 
that my.record deliyered to the board was incomplete.” 
Of 226 replies to questions as to his record 186 were 
“excellent,” thirty-two “very good,” and eight “good.” 
This was 91.2 per cent. of the maximum. He asked that 
the committee obtain the official records that should have 
been compared by the board that retired him. He in- 
formed the committee that the officers carried as extra 
numbers were not subject to plucking. ‘The members 
of the board of selection had,” he said, ‘no personal 
knowledge of my efficiency or inefficiency, I never having 
served under any one of them.” In his testimony follow- 
ing Admiral Wainwright said that while a service record 
was the main guide for the board, personal knowledge 
of the officer was an element that influenced the dici- 
sions of the board. Asked why Commodore Veeder’s 
record was selected for examination when officers in the 
same class with him, against whom there was nothing, 
did not have their records examined, Admiral Wainwright 
replied that it was on account of Veeder’s reputation 
among certain officers. He could name but one such 
officer and that was Admiral Sperry. He called no 
officers to testify as to the fact because he had no 
authority to call witnesses. In reply Mr. Witherspoon 
quoted from the report of Admiral Sperry, who gave high 
praise to Commodore Veeder and said nothing about his 
bad temper. 
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Plans are under consideration for the creation of two 
battleship fleets, one for the Atlantic and one for the 
Pacific. If this change is made it will be delayed until 
next year, after the canal has been opened. In connec- 
tion with this change in the organization of the fleet 
is a proposition for transferring the southern drill grounds 
from Guantanamo to the Magdalena Bay, on the Pacific 
coast. In the opinion of some of the officers at the Navy 
Department, the Atlantic Fleet as it is now organized 
is becoming unwieldy. Especially will this be true when 
the battleships now under construction are placed in 
commission. Then there have always been advocates of 
a disposition of the ships of the Navy so as to maintain 
two fleets of equal strength in the two oceans. It is 
insisted by some of the highest authorities on naval 
affairs that the largest fleet should be maintained in the 
Pacific Ocean, as it is apt to be needed there before it 
is in the Atlantic Ocean. There is no doubt that the 
Magdalena Bay is more desirable as a drill ground and 
maneuvering place than Guantanamo. The division of 
the Atlantic Fleet contemplates joint maneuvers of the 
two fleets at least once a year in the Magdalena Bay. 
An annual trip through the Panama Canal and into the 
Magdalena Bay would make the service on the Atlantic 
Fleet more attractive to enlisted men than the program 
which has been followed in recent years. A trip through 
the Panama Canal for maneuvers would be less expensive 
te the Government and would afford better opportunities 


for the training of the officers and men of the fleet than 
a trip to Europe. In the event of a division of the fleet 
the maneuvers at Magdalena Bay may include some very 
interesting battle problems which could be worked out 
with the two fleets. 
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The color line is being drawn by the Army in the 
purchase of horses. It has not been drawn in favor of 
white or light colored horses, but against them, and 
in favor of sorrels, browns, bays and even blacks. Because 
of their visibility white and gray horses are not considered 
desirable for mounts. In the field they are a mark for 
sharpshooters, and on this account the Quartermaster 
Corps has stopped purchasing light colored horses. Offi- 
cers are permitted to purchase gray horses if they care 
to take the chances of being shot in the event that they 
are on the firing line, but the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment has condemned the general use of gray horses in 
the Army. This, however, does not prevent many of the 
officers of the Army from riding gray horses, and they 
have refused to draw the color line. Some of the members 
of the General Staff are advocating the issuance of a 
general order prohibiting the use of gray or light colored 
horses in the Army, as they claim that with even a few 
officers on light colored mounts the enemy will be able 
to locate a regiment or a company which might be on 
scout duty. The question whether a gray horse is officially 
regarded as a suitable mount for an officer has been the 
subject of lively controversy at at least one Army post. 
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The provision for the sale of the U.S.S. Idaho and 
Mississippi appears to be doomed to defeat largely because 
the members of Congress do not appear to appreciate the 
opportunity for Uncle Sam to drive a good bargain. The 
“Little Navy” men are willing to vote for almost any 
proposition to sell the ships, provided the sale does not 
involve the expenditure of the receipts for a new Dread- 
nought. ‘The tone of some of their speeches indicates 
that they are ready to sell the entire Atlantic Fleet and 
expend the proceeds on public buildings or other local 
improvements which they imagine may get them a few 
votes in the approaching primaries or elections. Some 
of the advocates of an adequate Navy doubt the advis- 
ability of going into the business of selling battleships, 
believing this involves the revelation of some of our naval 
secrets and establishes a precedent for selling ships to 
some nation which we might be called upon to fight in 
the future. Then there is opposition to any arrangement 
by which the country would be without the services of 
two battleships for three years, and some of the members 
of Congress believe that in the event that we give up 
two ships we should have two more to take their places. 
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The Naval Militia maneuvers will be conducted along 
the lines of Naval Militia circular letter No. 20, issued 
last April, with some slight modifications. It has not 
yet been decided what battleship will be available for 
the Atlantic coast organization, although the Rhode 
Island is under consideration. The Oregon and Wash- 
ington Militia will cruise in the Milwaukee, making a 
trip to Honolulu. The California Militia will cruise 
along the coast of southeritt California, conducting target 
practice at San Diego. In carrying out the provisions 
of the new Naval Militia law the Navy Department has 
asked the different states to appoint disbursing officers, 
who will be required to file bond with the Treasury 
Department. The work of inspecting the different or- 
ganizations of the Naval Militia is now in progress. 
According to the provisions of the new law different 
organizations of the Militia must be armed, uniformed 
and equipped ready for duty before any funds can be 
furnished the states from the Federal appropriation. 
States are a little slow in making requests for inspectors 
and instructors. The Navy Department is not over- 
anxious to detail officers to this duty as there is a shortage 
of officers for the fleet, and the states will find that it 
will be difficult to procure officers for this duty when the 
time arrives when they are necessary for the development 
of the Naval Militia under the new law.

(1) Contracts 
forfeited, vessels being completed New York Yard; (2) 
conditionally delivered at Philadelphia Yard Jan. 22, 
1914. 
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Seventeen second lieutenants of Infantry who have 
been held up on the account of the illness of Lieut. Bruno 
T. Scher will shortly be promoted. Lieutenant Scher has 
recovered from his extended illness and will soon be 
ordered up for examination. 














As was to be expected, Generals Villa and Carranza 
have had a serious falling out. In the past there has 
been anything but sincere affection between the two, 
despite the efforts of Col. William Jennings Bryan and 
the A.B.C. mediators at Niagara Falls. The complete 
rout of the rebels at Zacatecas brought the Carranza- 
Villa feud to the front and rebel leaders are blaming 


General Carranza’s jealousy of Villa for the defeat. Brig. . 


Gen. Medina Barron, commander of the Federals at 
Zacatecas, was promoted to be a general of division in 
recognition of his sweeping victory. General Villa at 
last has defied General Carranza and is now supreme in 
the field. Carranza is forced to take second place and 


confine himself to civil and diplomatic affairs, but Villa 
will practically be in supreme control. Colonel Ornelas, 
commander of the Juarez garrison and lieutenant of 
General Villa, entered the Juarez telegraph office and 
information bureau June 16, took possession of them and 
seized all papers and documents. The offices have been 
under Carranza control. Juarez was practically under 
martial law. General Villa’s men were patrolling the 
streets, and his friends throughout the north of Mexico 
were in absolute control of all the governmental offices. 
Fifteen generals sent word to General Carranza at Sal- 
tillo that they no longer recognized him as “first chief.” 
The break between Villa and Carranza is now followed 
by a serious break between the peace delegates. The 
American delegates held a conference in Buffalo with 
General Carranza’s agents, but the meeting merely added 
to a feeling of gloom over the fate of mediation. Nothing 
definite was accomplished. The Mexican delegates at 
Niagara Falls in a formal public statement June 17 
declared the insistence by the United States on a Con- 
stitutionalist provisional government means “fraud ard 
violence at the elections.” The American peace delegates 
on June 18 adhered firmly to their demand that only a 
Constitutionalist be named Provisional President of 
Mexico. It is believed that the good ship ‘‘Mediation,” 
which has been drifting hopelessly along, will now be 
smashed to pieces. 


ARMY AT VERA CRUZ, 


Under the administration of General Funston and his 
officers Vera Cruz is a model governed city in every 
respect, and the Mexican population go about the even 
tenor of their way as if there were no American occupa- 
tion, save for the strict sanitary rules they are forced to 
keep. As far as possible Mexican law has been adopted 
by General Funston as the rule of the city administra- 
tion. Through Col. E. H. Plummer, 28th U.S. Inf., who 
as provost marshal general is practically the executive 
head of the city, and Col. John B. Porter, J.A.G. Dept., 
U.S.A., as legal adviser, the administration of the city, 
especially the collection of revenues, has been worked out 
anew on the basis of the Mexican municipal, state and 
federal laws. 

A ecablegram from General Funston, dated June 15, 
answering the War Department’s inquiry, states: ‘Food 
supply problem here is not threatening, although prices 
for some articles are high. High prices affect refugees 
and others whose means of living are cut off. Laboring 
classes show no distress. Excellent native potatoes sell 
for thirty-two cents, Mexican, per pound. Practically 
no rise in rice. Flour and lard are short. Sending 
government cargo of supplies here not recommended. If 
sold direct to consumer city would lose taxes, and trade 
be badly affected. If sold through retail merchants there 
would be no advantage not offered by goods imported by 
merchants. Preferable to depend for food supplies on 
foreign trade with free entry. There seems to be some 
sort of agreement among importers and retail merchants 
to keep up prices on imported articles, but with free 
entry competition may lower prices.” 

The sick report at Vera Cruz June 10 was: Army 
wounds and injuries, 14; malaria, 1; diarrhea, 22; dysen- 
tery, 3; other infectious diseases, 8; all others, 29. Rate, 
19-10 per cent. Marines wounds and injuries, 7; 
malaria, 7; diarrhea, 9; dysentery, 14; all others, 59. 
Rate, 318-100 per cent. 


NAVY IN MEXICAN WATERS, 


The First, Second and Third Divisions of battleships 
returned to Vera Cruz June 12 after three days of divi- 
sional exercises under way at sea. 

The Navy Department has decided the question as to 
who was the first man killed at Vera Cruz. George 
Poinsett, seaman, was killed at about 12:30 p.m. 
April 21, and D. A. Haggerty, private, U.S.M.C., was 
killed about 1 p.m., the same date. The detailed reports 
giving the hour of death have only recently been re- 
ceived. 

The annual rowing race for the Battenburg Cup among 
vessels of the Atlantic Fleet was contested at Vera Cruz 
June 15, when eleven crews participated. The race 
resulted in a tie between the crews of the Utah and the 
Florida. As the Utah left Vera Cruz later in the day 
the tie will not be rowed off, and the Florida will defend 
the cup against the crew of the British cruiser Suffolk 
some time next month. The Jamestown Cup, which is 
rowed for by crews of officers in twelve-oared boats, was 
won by the officers of the Wyoming, with the Utah 
second and the North Dakota third. 

Admiral Badger reports June 15 as follows: “Peter 
John Patrick, coal passer, U.S.S. Salem, died at 2 p.m. 
June 14 of injuries received in boiler accident of June 2. 
Please notify father, Alexander Patrick, Box 205, Copper 
City, Mich. Patrick’s body will be sent north on Utah, 
sailing for New York June 16. Funeral being held this 
afternoon. Anderson’s condition unchanged, but critical.” 

The commander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet, Rear 
Admiral Thomas B. Howard, reported to the Department 
June 13 that he has been informed by the commanding 
officer of the Japanese cruiser Idzumo that the presence 
of the Idzumo was considered no longer necessary in 
Mexican waters, as the C.O. of the Idzumo thought that 
he could leave the question of care of Japanese citizens 
and property in the hands of the commander-in-chief of 
the U.S. Pacific Fleet. Tickets, duly signed by Captain 
Moriyama, of the Idzumo, have been issued to all 
Japanese subjects now residing at Mazatlan, and in case 
it becomes necessary the commander-in-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet will recognize these tickets in granting subjects of 
Japan protection aboard American ships. Throughout 
the stay of the Idzumo in Mexican waters the commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific Fleet has had the most cordial 
relations with Captain Moriyama. 

Admiral Howard reports June 15: “Artillery and in- 
fantry firing Mazatlan. Tampico afloat Topolobampo. 
Able move under steam.” : 

On June 11, 1914, the rebel gunboat Tampico was

reported to have been raised. On June 14, ‘1914, the 
Tampico was afloat at Topolobampo and able to move 
under steam. Two of our destroyers followed her. At 
10 a.m. June 16 Admiral Howard reported a battle in 
progress between the Tampico and the Federal gunboat 
Guerrero off Topolobampo. At 1 p.m. June 16, 1914, 
Admiral Howard reported the Tampico sunk as a result 
of the engagement. The combat was witnessed by the 
New Orleans, Perry and Preble. Captain and chief 
engineer of the Tampico committed suicide. The crew 
were rescued by the New Orleans and Guerrero. The 
New Orleans surgeon gave surgical assistance on board 
of the Guerrero. The Tampico sank in twenty-two 
fathoms, and had ten killed and ten wounded.

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THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The Naval Appropriation bill conference action is noted 
on page 1338. 

Conference agreement is reported on S. 43877, which 
the Senate had passed providing four revenue cutters, 
but the House had amended, striking out two of them, 
inserting an amendment authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to supply one revenue cutter with medicines 
and a physician. The conferees agree to all the House 
amendments. 

The Senate on June 13 passed S.J. Res. 160, providing 
for the procurement of title to land at Cape Henry, in 
the state of Virginia, for works for fortification and coast 
defense purposes, and appropriating $31,000 to complete 
payment of awards in condemnation proceedings. 

The Senate on June 16 passed H.R. 12826, to reinstate 
Francis Graves Bonham as a cadet at the U.S. Military 
Academy, without regard to age or existence of vacancies. 

The Senate on June 16 passed without amendment the 
Pension Appropriation bill, carrying $169,150,000. 

Deficiency estimates aggregating $2,533,043, including 
$1,282,978 for the Navy Department, largely due to 
expenses of the Mexican situation, have been submitted 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
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MEDALS OF HONOR FOR THE NAVY. 


In a letter of June 15 to the chairman of the House 
Naval Committee Secretary Daniels says: 


“The Department desires to invite your attention to 
the bill (S. 1919) which was introduced in the Senate 
on May 14, 1913, by the late Senator Johnson, of 
Alabama. This bill provides a uniform method in the 
award of medals of honor and in the distribution of 
rewards for distinguished service in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, and the Department believes its enact- 
ment will enable a suitable recognition, inexpensive to 
the Government and highly prized by the recipients, to 
be made to those officers and men of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, some of whom are now serving in Mexico, 
who have already or may hereafter render service of such 
a character as to entitle them to special recognition.” 
Quoting the legislation on the subject of medals of honor, 
the Secretary says: 

“Tt will be observed from the foregoing that ‘officers, 
non-commissioned officers and privates’ of the Army and 
‘any enlisted man of the Navy or Marine Corps’ may, 
under proper circumstances, receive a medal of honor, 
but that commissioned, warrant and appointed officers 
of the Navy and officers of the Marine Corps are not 
eligible as recipients thereof, no matter to what extent 
they may distinguish themselves by gallantry in action. 

“The bill (S. 1919), it will be noted, places officers 
and men of all three branches of the military service 
on the same footing with respect to medals of honor, and 
also provides for the award of a distinguished service 
medal for exceptionally meritorious service, or for 
extraordinary heroism in the line of their profession. A 
distinguished service medal is not at present authorized 
by law, out the need of such a graded reward, less than 
a medal of honor and more than a commendatory letter, 
has long been felt and is.obvious. Here, too, the cost 
to the Government is small and the reward highly prized 
by the recipient, and stands as a constant incentive to 
greater achievement. This bill embodies the recommenda- 
tions of the joint board (Army and Navy), which 
recommendations received the approval of the Secretary 
of War, the Secretary of the Navy and the President 
during the last administration. 

“This Department believes that the services of some 
of the officers and enlisted men who took part in the 
engagement at Vera Cruz, Mexico, during the month of 
April, were of such a character that had this measure 
been enacted into law medals of honor would have been 
presented in some cases and distinguished service medals 
in other cases as a suitable reward for the services 
rendered. While medals of honor may, under the above 
referred to sections of existing law, be awarded by the 
President to such of the enlisted personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps as may be deemed to be entitled to such 
recognition for their services at Vera Cruz, the same 
honor cannot be conferred upon any officer who perhaps 
contemporaneously performed, with the enlisted man so 
rewarded, the same act of gallantry at the risk of his 
life above and beyond the call of duty. Even though 
the bill (S. 1919) be enacted in its present form, it will 
not be possible to make a suitable reward in all cases, 
for, as will be seen, the bill as it now stands is in part 
prospective only, and not retroactive. Believing, first, 
that the law should provide for these rewards in the 
eases of officers of the Navy and Marine Corps as now 
allowed officers and men of the Army, and also the en- 
listed men of the Navy and Marine Corps; and, secondly, 
that should the President be of the opinion that the 
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services rendered by any officer or man in the recent 
engagement at Vera Cruz, Mexico, is of a character 
to warrant the bestowal of either a medal of. honor or a 
distinguished service medal he should be at liberty to so 
reward the officers and men concerned, the Department 
has drafted and submits a substitute for the bill (S. 
1919). These prnpased bills differ only in that the draft 
submitted by the Department speaks as of Jan. 1, 1914. 

“The draft herewith submitted, the Department trusts, 
will receive your early and favorable consideration, and 
it is earnestly requested that it may be enacted into law 
at the earliest practicable date, in order that, while the 
heroism displayed at Vera Cruz is fresh in the mind 
of the country, suitable rewards may be conferred.” 

This bill was introduced by Mr. Padgett on June 17 
and is as follows: 


H.R. 17311, Mr, Padgett—To secure uniformity in the 
award of medals of honor and rewards for distinguished service 
in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

Be it enacted, ete., That the provisions of existing law re- 
lating to the award of medals of honor to officers, noncommis- 
sioned officers, and privates of the Army are amended so as to 
authorize the President to present, in the name of the Con- 
gress, a medal of honor to each officer and enlisted man of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who, while serving as such, has, since 
Jan, 1, 1914, or shall hereafter, in action against an enemy, 
distinguish himself conspicuously by gallantry and intrepidity 
at the risk of life above and beyond the call of duty. : 

Sec. 2. That the President may, on the recommendation of 
the proper commanding officer, in the name of the Congress, 
award a distinguished-service medal of appropriate design, and 
a ribbon with a rosette or button to be worn in lieu thereof, 
to any officer or enlisted man of the Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps who has distinguished himself or shall hereafter dis- 
tinguish himself by exceptionally meritorious service to the Gov- 
ernment in a duty of great responsibility, or by extraordinary 
heroism in the line of his profession, the award of such medal 
to entitle an enlisted man of the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
to additional pay at the rate of $2 per month from the date 
on which he distinguished himself, said additional pay to con- 
tinue throughout his service, notwithstanding the fact that the 
service may not be continuous. 

Sec. 3. That the distinguished-service medal shall be issued 
to all enlisted men of the Army to whom the certificate of 
merit has been granted, up to and including the date of the 
passage of this act, under the provisions of Sec. 1216 of the 
Revised Statutes, in lieu .of such certificate of merit, and after 
the passage of this act the award of the certificate of merit 
for distinguished service shall cease. The additional pay au- 
thorized by Sec. 1285, Revised Statutes, for holders of the 
certificate of merit shall be paid to them as holders of the dis- 
tinguished-service medal, as contemplated by Sec. 2 of this act. 

Sec. 4. That for each succeeding deed of gallantry in action 
for which a medal of honor would be awarded, or act of dis- 
tinguished service for which a distinguished-service medal would 
be awarded, performed by an officer or enlisted man of the 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps who is already the holder :of 
such medal, the President may award, in lieu of another medal, 
a@ suitable bar, and each bar in lieu of a distinguished-service 
medal received by an enlisted man shall entitle him to further 
additional pay of $2 per month from the date of the dis- 
tinguished service for which the bar is awarded. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy are authorized to expend from the appropriations for con- 
tingent expenses of their departments so much as may be neces- 
sary to defray the cost of the medals of honor and bars and 
distinguished-service medals and bars hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 6. That whenever a medal, bar, ribbon, or rosette pre- 
sented under the provisions of this act shall have been lost, 
destroyed, or rendered unfit for use, without fault or neglect 
on the part of the person to whom it was awarded, such medal, 
bar, ribbon, or rosette will be replaced without charge therefor. 

Sec. 7. That the medals, bars, ribbons, and rosettes herein 
provided for shall be of designs to be prescribed by the Presi- 
dent, who shall also have power to prescribe by regulations, 
which he may modify from time to time, rules respecting the 
manner in which the right to receive such medals, bars, rib- 
bons, and rosettes shall be established and the manner of pres- 
entation and the occasions and manner of wearing the same, and 
such other rules as he may deem necessary for the proper execu- 
tion of this act: Provided, That no medal or bar shall be 
awarded unless a specific statement or report distinctly setting 
forth the distinguished service and suggesting or recommend- 
ing official recognition thereof shall have been made at the time 
of the distinguished service or within two years thereafter, nor 
unless it shall appear from the official records in the War De- 
partment or Navy Department that the officer or enlisted man, 
as the case may be, has so distinguished himself as to entitle 
him to the medal or bar: Provided further, That in case an 
individual who shall distinguish himself becomes separated 
from the military service or dies before the award of the medal 
or bar to which he may be entitled, the award may neverthe- 
less be made and the medal or bar presented to such person 
if living, or if dead delivered to such representative of the de- 
ceased as the President may designate: And provided further, 
That no medal or bar shall be awarded or presented by any 
individual whose service subsequently to the time he dis- 
tinguished himself has not been honorable. 

Sec. 8. That the provisions of this act and other acts here- 
tofore or hereafter enacted for the award of campaign or service 
medals or badges shall apply to officers and enlisted men of the 
Volunteer Army, the Organized Land and Naval Militia, the 
Naval Reserves, and the Revenue Cutter Service, for service 
with or in co-operation with the Army or Navy, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 9. That Sec. 1407, Revised Statutes, as amended by 
the act for the reward of enlisted men of the Navy or Marine 
Corps, approved March 3, 1901, and Secs. 1216 and 1285, Re- 
vised Statutes, are hereby repealed, 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS.

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THE CLASS OF 1914, U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY. 
ASSIGNMENTS OF U.S.M.A. CLASS oF 1914. 


In the assignment of graduates of the U.S. Military 
Academy of June, 1914, fifteen cadets are allotted to 
the Corps of Engineers. Although this is a larger pro- 
portion of a West Point graduating class than has been 
assigned to the Engineers in recent years, there are still 
twenty-four vacancies in the corps, with very little 
prospects of filling them from civil life. Graduates of 
civilian schools who can pass the examinations simply 
cannot afford to enter the Engineer Corps, as there are 
places in civil life with larger salaries and better pros- 
pects of advancement open to them. 

The assignments have been made according to choice 
and class standing so far as the apportionment to the 
several branches of the Service permits. After deducting 
the first fifteen for assignments to the Engineers and 
one for the Philippine Scouts, the others are distributed 
among the several arms of the Service in proportion to 
their authorized strength. , 

The assignments indicate clearly that there is no pros- 
pect of any vacancies in the commissioned personnel 
of the Army for either enlisted men or civilians. After 
filling all of the vacancies there are thirty-two additional 
numbers as a result of the assignments. Two of these 
are in the Cavalry, five in the Field Artillery, thirteen 
in the Coast Artillery, and twelve in the Infantry. These 
additional numbers must be absorbed before there will 
be any vacancies in the Army, and the prospects are that 
there will scarcely be enough vacancies for the next year’s 
class when it is graduated in June, 1915. The following 
is the list of assignments:

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PURPOSE OF JAPAN’S NAVAL PROGRAM. 


Writing from Tokio a correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post says that the efforts of Japan at naval 
expansion are directed, not against us, but against her 
whilom antagonist, Russia. This writer says: 

“In the first place, it is more of a possibility that 
Russia should return to the fray to recoup her losses 
and regain her laurels in the Far East than there is 
likelihood of any other country making an attack upon 
Japan. Nor is this supposition altogether fanciful. The 
writer was once assured personally by a high and 
responsible representative of the Czar that his country 
never could be content to let matters stand in the Far 
East as the Portsmouth conference left them; and this 
same high official went further and declared it his con- 
viction that in that day both Great Britain and America 
would be found on the side of Russia in the struggle. 

“Japan herself will not, of course, admit any such 
fear; but that it exists and inspires her vast program 
of naval and military defenses no one familiar with the 
trend of things in the Far East can well doubt. What 
is the meaning of all this agitation for an increase of 
army divisions in Korea, if it is not merely an echo of 
the underlying policy suggested? Russia herself is con- 
centrating all her financial resources on similar prepara- 
tions. War with America is not impossible, but it is 
improbable, because financial and diplomatic circum- 
stances are wholly against it, to say nothing of America 
being Japan’s best commercial customer. Their interests, 
while common, are yet sufficiently distinct to leave each 
to its several sphere of development. And the same may 
be said of Japan’s interest in Australia, New Zealand 
and the South Pacific. 

“A comparison of the fleet that faced Russia with the 
present naval strength of Japan will further indicate 
to what extent the naval programs have been executed, 
as well as the nation’s position as a naval power on the 
Pacific. Japan met Russia with six battleships, eight 
armored cruisers, forty-four minor cruisers, as well as 
other warcraft, including eighty torpedoboats and nineteen 
destroyers, representing 157 ships, with a total tonnage 
of 283,743. To-day the Japanese Empire commands a 
mighty fleet of fifteen battleships, three of which are 
of Dreadnought strength; thirteen first class armored 
cruisers, seven second class cruisers, thirteen third class 
cruisers, representing an aggregate tonnage of no less 
than 453,115, to say nothing of her sixty destroyers, 
fifty-nine torpedoboats and thirteen submarines, as well 
as her efficient aerial corps.”

The officers and cadets visited the navy 
yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., June 15. The Patria will sail 
later for Bermuda, Spain and the west coast of Africa. 
She is on a four months’ cruise. 

The old training ship Constellation at Coasters Island 
Harbor, Newport, R.I., is being towed to Norfolk by 
the tug Uncas. She will be replaced at Newport by the 
brigantine Boxer, now at Annapolis, as a training ship 
for the apprentice seamen. Lieut. William F. Amsden 
is in command of the old frigate during her trip. 

Captain Russell, commanding the U.S.S. South 
Carolina, reports June 16 the bombardment of the fort 
at the harbor side of Puerto Plata on Sunday afternoon, 
June 14, by the Bordas vessels Independencia and 
Jacaqua. Their shooting was wild and likely did little 
damage. Neither side has up to this time suffered any 


material damage, and neither is ready to make conces- 
sions.

The cruiser Fei Hung, built by the New York Ship- 
building Company for the government of China, but later 
sold to Greece, is lying at its dock in Camden, N.J., ready 
for delivery, but its destination is kept a secret. It is 
reported that the vessel will leave for the Near East 
under orders from Athens because of the tension between 
Greece and Turkey. The vessel is a 2,600-ton cruiser.

The U.S. revenue cutter McCulloch, which is now on its 
way to the Pribylof Islands, is carrying a moving picture 
operator, who will make films showing conditions throughout 
the seal-bearing islands off the Alaskan coast. The three 
U.S. Commissioners, Prof. C. H. Clarke, W. H. Osgood and 
E. A. Preble, sent to investigate the seal fisheries, as well as 
Canadian Commissioners, are on the McCulloch, and will be 
accompanied everywhere on their inspection trips by the 
moving picture operator, who is to supply this Government 
with record films of seals and the seal-fishing industry. 

Byron R. Newton, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
said, on June 18, that the report that revenue cutters had 
arranged to assist in the Wanamaker Transatlantic flight was 
absolutely unfounded. Mr. Newton declared that the Treas- 
ury Department hal never had correspondence with those in- 
terested in the proposed flight and had not even considered it. 

A small sloop had been swamped by a heavy wind squall 
well in shore in Halifax Harbor, June 10, and was towed in by 
the power launch of the Miami. 

The Mohawk left Tompkinsville June 9 to search for an ob- 
struction reported near Fire Island Light Vessel. At 5:25 
a.m., June 10, she sighted wreckage, and after making fast to 
same towed it to shore. After firing two wrecking mines in 
a useless attempt to destroy the wreckage fixed a flag to it 
and the cutter returned to Tompkinsville.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., June 18, 1914. 

Members of the new Fourth Class are now engaged in the 
regular routine of work and exercises usually assigned upon 
their entrance inio the Naval Academy. They have instruc- 
tions in infantry drills and cutter drills with boats under 
oars. Their practical exercises for the summer will include 
small-arms firing, boats under sails, elementary seamanship, 
swimming, marine engineering and a very thorough course in 
physical training and athletics. In the evening the class is 
instructed in the rules and regulations of the Naval Academy. 
They are being admitted at the rate of ten or fifteen a day. 

The Naval Academy authorities have been investigating 
certain circumstances which indicate that there may have 
been unfair methods used by one or more candidates for the 
Naval Academy who took the mental examinations for admis- 
sion under Civil Service regulations last April. There has 
been a rumor around Annapolis for some time that there had 
been fraud of some kind in connection with these examina- 
tions. It is believed that one candidate, and possibly others, 
secured someone else to take the examination for him, and 
that this person, who had previously passed an examination 
for admission himself, had no difficulty in passing under the 
name of the other candidate. The Naval Academy authorities 
have been making comparisons of the handwriting of the 
papers submitted by the suspected candidate, and some of his 
known handwriting. 

A report in the matter was forwarded to the Navy Depart- 
ment on June .16, but the authorities decline to give names 
until the Department has acted. It is known, however, that 
they believe they have proof that a candidate secured another 
youth to take the examinations under his name in April, the 
examination being held under Civil Service rules in Richmond, 
Va. The young man who took the examination had passed 
at another city in February, and was not known to the ex- 
aminers in Richmond. The candidate who procured the fravd 
reported for his physical examination within the week and 
was examined, but was not sworn in, pending the outcome 
of the investigation. Under the former system where the 
candidates were examined in Annapolis such a trick was im- 
possible. 

A number of the civilian instructors of the Naval Academy 
will spend the summer abroad.

ANNUAL REPORTS, N.G.N.Y. 

Adjt. Gen. Henry D. Hamilton, of New York, has issued a 
bound copy of his report for the year 1913, which is a very 
handy volume of 271 pages and printed after the fashion of 
the U.S. Army Register. In his report General Hamilton 
states that the land and naval forces of New York have 
reached a state of discipline and a degree of efficiency beyond 
any hitherto attained. He also says: ‘‘It has been the aim 
to make the state Service as nearly like that of the United 
States in merit and fitness as could reasonably be expected, 
considering the inherent differences which exist between the 
Regular Service and that of our state. As the most populous 
and wealthy state in the Union, it is but right that New 
York in time of peace should do her fair proportion toward 
providing a well organized, equipped and trained force for 
the defense of the nation in case of need; and, as the greater 
includes the less, any such force so organized, equipped and 
trained will be the more effective in the repression of any in: 
ternal disorder which may arise.’’ 

With General Hamilton’s report is embodied that of Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the .:ational Guard, which 
contains considerable interesting data. General O’Ryan gives 
in detail the work of the different organizations ordered into 
service in aid of the civil authorities, and pays the troops a 
well deserved compliment for their efficient service. The 
troops ordered out on duty to aid in preserving life and safe- 
guarding property during floods, and in putting down disor- 
der during strikes were the following: Cos. A, C and D, 2d 
Saf. Cos. M and C, 3d Inf.; Troop D, 1st Cav., and Battery 
E, 2d Field Art. Brig. Gen. Samuel M. Welch, commanding 
the 4th Brigade, is given praise for his handling of the troops 
during the Buffalo strikes and the members of his staff are 
also praised. General O’Ryan is highly pleased with the at- 
tendance and work of the several schools of application in 
which officers of the Army and National Guard were mem- 
bers of the Academic Board of the School of the Line and 
Staff. He states that ‘‘no instruction given our officers in 
any previous school has been so detailed and thorough, and 
produced such marked fesults.’’ 

_Although General O’Ryan is not a prohibitionist, he pro- 
hibited the use of liquor in camp by officers and men at any 
time during the schools, and this rule proved a marked bene- 
fit. Of this new regulation he says: ‘‘In these schools of 
application no liquor of any kind or for any purpose what- 
soever was permitted to be used by an officer or enlisted man. 
This rule had a distinct influence for good on the work 
carried out and in the end proved popular to those affected 
by its application.’’ 

The use of ball ammunition in the problems of attack and 
defense during the schools was of great benefit, General 
O’Ryan states, as it necessarily made the men more careful 
and more subservient to discipline, and was a great factor in 
teaching fire-control. The student officers at the school were 
formed as a company and drilled as such by Capt. George H. 
White, U.S.A., and the company is highly praised for its pro- 
gressive work. The work in small-arms practice and training 
of the Guard is also praised and the work of the inspector- 
instructors from the Army. 

Lieut. Col. William H. Sage, U.S.A., senior inspector in- 
structor, praises the work of the provisional company which 
was organized at war strength, and states that it received in- 
struction (and profited by it) that no company in the Na- 
tional Guard and few in the Regular Army had ever received. 
A regiment formed of companies as good as the provisional 
company, he states, could take the field at once. 


69TH NEW YORK.—COL. LOUIS D. CONLEY. 


The 2d Battalion of the 69th New York, under Major John 
E. Duffy, went into camp at Van Cortlandt Park on the after- 
noon of Saturday, June 13, remaining there until the evening 


of the next day. The companies on duty were: E, Capt

One: negro had his 
eye gouged out with a baseball and Dr. Ford attended to 
the man, another youth fractured his wrist in three places, 
still another dislocated his shoulder, and a child fell down a 
rocky slope, sustaining severe cuts on the head. All these 
were attended to by Dr. Ford and assistants. In the battle 
exercises there were no casualties in the regiment. 

The time was very profitably spent and excellent discipline 
was maintained throughout the camp, which was established 
at the north end of the parade. ajor Duffy on arrival at 
the camp ground put the men through a shelter tent drill and 
had them pitch the tents three different times in order that 
the men could familiarize themselves with this important 
work, which they get very little opportunity to perform. The 
camp was nicely laid out and kept thoroughly policed. 

After the camp was established there was a review of the 
battalion by Lieut. Col. John J. Phelan, and this event was 
followed by evening parade. The usual camp guard was 
established and the command was up early on Sunday morn- 
ing, and the instruction included physical drill and battle 
exercises in the country north of the camp for several hours. 
The battalion had a number of competent cooks and the 
rations were thoroughly cooked and plentiful, as was the 
case in the previous battalion, Captain Glynn, the commis- 
sary, paying especial attention to this. Colonel Conley was 
in camp over night and witnessed the battle exercises on 
Sunday morning, and was well pleased with the enthusiasm 
shown by the officers and men to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to get instruction in the open.

COLORADO. 


More than 500 business an'd, professional men of Denver, 
Colo., attended the Chamber of Commerce luncheon at the 
Albany Hotel, June 2. General Chase, Adjutant General of 
Colorado, was the principal speaker. Among other things, 


he said: 

‘“‘T was one of a few men in Colorado last winter who had 
faith to believe that the time would come when the citizens 
of Colorado would cheer a member of the force who was 
about to tell them of service in the field. For seven months 
these soldiers. who went into the troubled districts to protect 
life and property and preserve the peace after the courts and 
peace officers had notified the Governor of their inability to 
act, faithfully carried out their orders. 

‘At the time the National Guard of Colorado was with- 
drawn from the field they had received no pay for three 
months, their clothes were rags, and there seemed no prospect 
of relief from the great state of Colorado, and yet I can bear 
this testimony to the patriotism, loyalty to duty an'd discipline 
of this wonderful force that not one case of insubordination 
due to these causes was brought to the attention of the com- 
manding general. Every order of competent authority was 
promptly and efficiently obeyed. 

‘*Many of the soldiers were occupying positions of responsi- 
bility at their home station. The majority of them were the 
principal support of families. Yet, in spite of the anxiety 
caused by their condition, the force remained efficient to the 
last day of its service, and the men bore cheerfully the con- 
ditions which they or their officers were unable to remedy. 

‘*It was not an accident that every strikers’ camp in the 
district was placed so that it commanded the ingress and 
egress to and from the mines in the cafion near by. Prior 
to the coming of the troops the Ludlow station was the scene 
of. more violence than any other place in the district. When, 
for lack of funds, the Governor seemed compelled to with- 
draw the National Guard from the field, the residents in 
the vicinity of Ludlow requested that a small force be left 
in the vicinity of the Ludlow station as a means of insuring 
the peace which both sides of the controversy promised if 
the troops were withdrawn, so that, in case of trouble, there 
would be a sufficient force at hand for the protection of life 
and property. Company B, 2d Inf., was detailed for this 
duty, after the release of nearly all of its regular members 
and the substitution by detail from other organizations of 
soldiers who could remain on duty without embarrassment 
to their private business. 

‘“‘This band of soldiers was not chosen because of any 
particular fitness for the work. They were composed prin- 
cipally of officers and men who were available for the work 
to be done; and magnificently was that duty performed. 
Fighting, with odds of more than ten to one, against a foe 
composed largely of the trained soldiers of southern Europe, 
unexpectedly attacked and confronted with carefully prear- 
ranged plans on mobilization, they, by superiority of fire and 
— team work, won a brilliant victory for law and 
order. e

A request has been received from the 
Army Q.M. Department that Mare Island submit estimates on 
a harbor boat, to be constructed for use in San Francisco 
Bay and contiguous waters. The boat will be on the style 
of the General Slocum, but of smaller dimensions, having a 
length of 143 feet, a beam of 29 feet and a draft of 11 feet. 
She will be of steel construction, with a single screw driven 
by a reciprocating engine. The boilers will be of the water 
tube type, but the engine will be built by the contractor to 
whom is awarded the job. The limit of cost is placed at 
$125,000. 

Fifty per cent. of the dredging of the Mare Island Channel 
has been completed. For the next three months the company 
will discharge all material dredged from the channel on the 
tule land, north of the boiler suops, the title of which was 
vested in the Federal Government a few months ago, follow- 
ing long litigation with W. H. Sawyer, who claimed owner- 
ship. The reclamation of the tules north of the island will 
be of great benefit to the yard. Another improvement to be 
recommended this year is the extension of the quay wall south 
to the receiving ship’s berth. When the battleship fleet spends 
half the time on the Pacific coast this additional berthing 
space will be badly needed. A request will also be made that 
a floating crane be provided for in the estimates for the navy
